ney-Beans, ſave that they are more Ovicular, 

and leſs flat. From their Reſemblance to Kid- 1 
ney Beans they receive the Name Kidney. The 9 
Right is placd between the Liver and Muſcle 4 
Lumbaris on the Right Side, the Left between - i 
the Spleen and the ſame Muſcle on the Left 1 
Side, which in Man is ſomething higher than | 
the Right. They are commonly about five 
Inches long, three broad, and one and a half 
thick. The Right Kidney lies under the 
Liver, the Left under the Spleen, both be- 
tween the Duplicature of the Peritonaum. 
They have two Membranes, the one common 
from the Peritontum; the other proper from 
the Exterior Coat of the Blood-Veſſels. They 
are coyerd with much Fat, by ſome call'd 
Tunica Adipoſa, tho not ſo much as Quadru- 
pedes; and the ingenious Drake thinks, the 
Reaſon why Brute Animals abound more with 
Fat in thoſe Parts than Man; f is owing to the 
B 2 Hori- 
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A Compleat Treattſe of 
Horizontical Poſition of the one, and the Per- 
pendicular or Ere& Poſture of the other : But 
how the different Poſition of Bodies, ſhould 
occaſion the Attraction of a greater Quantity 
of Fat about the Membrana Adipoſa of the 
one, more than of the other, in my Judgment 
is not eaſy to comprehend. I rather am of 
Opinion, that the All-wiſe Providence made 
this Difference in the firſt Formation; and 
diſposd the leſſer Quantity to the Kidnies of 
Rational Animals, to preſerve their tender 
Membranes from too much Heat, which they 
would, in all Probability, have been more ſubject 
to, had they been loaden with much Fat: And 
daily Experience aſſures us, that the Kidnies, 
as well as any other Bowel of the Body, are 
ſubject to Inflammations. By their external 
Membrane they adhere to the Loins, by their 
Blood-Veſſels to the Horta and Cava, and by 
the Ureters to the Bladder. The Right is 
ſometimes connected to the Inteſtinum Cæcum, 
and ſometimes to the Liver : The Left to the 
Colon and Spleen. In a Fatus, their Exterior 
Subſtance is divided into ſeveral Lobes, laxly 
joyned together, which in Adults become 
more cloſe and compact. Their Subſtance is 
form'd of an Infinity of ſmall Glands and 


Veſſels. Theſe Glands are of a round Glo- 
bular Figure, and compoſe the onter Part of 


the Rid ney, which is about half an Inch thick. 
This Part is in Colour of a darkiſh red, or

a ſmall Tube, which compoſe the inner Sub- 
ſtance of the Kidney, and as they approach 
the Pelvis or Baſon gather in little Bundles, 
whoſe Extremities piercing the Membrane of 
the Pelvis, form theſe little Protuberances 
calbd Papille. The Pelvis, or Baſon, is a Ca- 
vity in the Middle of the Kidney on its Con- 
cave Side, ariſing from the Dilatation of the 
Ureter. Their Veins and Arteries are calbd 
Emulgents; the former from the Vena Cava, 
and the latter from the Horta. Theſe Emul- 
gents ſpringing from their reſpective Trunks 
by ſingle Slips, divide unto two Branches each, 

juſt before they pierce the Kidnies on their 


Concave Side, and after their Entrance branch 


themſelves into numberleſs Ramafications, 
which terminating in theGlands, compoſe the 
Cortical Part of” the Kidney. Nerves they 
receive from the Intercoſtals, which form a 
Plexus on each Side calbd pie Renalis. Lym- 
Phæducts alſo may be obſer vd in the Kid- 
nies, that diſembogue themſelves into Vecquet 8 


rather brown: From each of theſe Glands go

Now as the Blood, 
according to the Laws of Circulation, is con- 
tinually driven againſt the Kidnies; ſo, the 
Secretion of the Serum from the Blood is con- 
tinual, and the Urine is continually dribbling 
into the Bladder.

The 
Right is commonly bigger than the Left, and

Nux Vomieas They have the ſame Tunicks 
with the Kidnies, and are feated between the 
Trunks of the Aorta and Cava, a little above 
the Emulgents. Branches of Blood-Veſſels 
they receive from the Vena Cava, Aorta, and 
ſometimes from the Emulgents themſelves. 
Nerves they have from the Plexus Renalis. 
They have a proper excretory Duct. Concer- 
Concerning their Uſe, Authors are not well 
agreed, Ome, and with the beſt Reaſon, think 


they ſeparate à Liquor, which in their Cavity 


is always of a duskiſh Colour, inclining to 
Black, which ſerves to dilute the over thick 


Blood, in its return from the Kidnies. 


Tas Ureters are two. in Number, being 
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the Grayel and Stone: 


of the Kidnies on each Side; and deſcending 


in the Form of an Italick f, pierce the Blad- 


der, near its Neck, with oblique Inſertions. 
They are ſeated between the Doublings of 
the Peritonæum, and have three Coats: The 
firſt from the Peritonaum; the ſecond is Muſ- 
cular; the third Nervous, and is lin'd with 
numberleſs ſmallGlands which feparate a Mu- 
cous, to defend it againſt the acrimonious Salts 
of the Urine. They receive Veins and Ar- 
teries from the Vena Cava and Aorta; and 
Nerves from the Intercoſtals and n of 
the Loins. The Diameter of their Cavities is 
commonly, equal to the Bigneſs of a Gooſe- 
Qnill, tho”, ſometimes, we find by Diſſections, 

that they are much enlarg'd, from the Diſten- 
tion they ſuffer in Calcuſous Caſes, to an al-

AVING in the former Section briefly 
and ſuccinctly deſcrib'd the ſolid Parts 
that ſuffer under this moſt painful Malady of 
the Stone, and which are deſtinated by our 
Parent Nature, for the Separation, Secretion, 
and ultimate Perfection, of the Urinous Fluid. 
I think it will not be a needleſs Digreſſion, if 
11oſe two or three Pages in a Conſideration of 
the Nature and Qualities of the Urine it ſelf : 
Since its good or bad Diſpoſition is of ſuch 
mighty Concern to the well or ill being of the 
Human Fabrick; that very oftena Depravation

ment to the Conſtitution: Not that I believe 


that the Blood cloſes with the Porous Glands

Some, and thoſe of high eſteem for their 
deep Learning, do ſuppoſe all Springs and 


Rivers to ariſe from the Sea, in form of Va- 


pours; attracted, thence, up into the Atmoſ- 


phere, by the Power of the Sun's Influence, 


which, being driven of Winds into diſtant 
Countreys, penetrates the Ridges of the 
highelt Mountains or Hills, where conden- 
ſing precipitates, or diſtils down the Cra- 
nies or Chincks af thoſe immenſe Rocks or 
Mountains, and at the Bottom riſes in a 
Spring.

In ſhort, I think, from the fore- 
going Reaſoning, and Recitals, it is evident, 
that all Stones, Marcaſites, Spars, &c. — 


a peculiar Seed, which tho' inviſible to the 


Sight in the Beginning, yet by the Attraction 
of thoſe concreting Salts, in Progreſs of 
Time, may grow into an exceeding great 
Bigneſs. And here its to be noted, that 
thoſe great Quarries and Mountains of Stone, 


we in ſeveral Places behold, have riſen from 
this Semen, depoſited in the Bowels of thoſe 
vaſt Excreſcences, and have been left there, 


as Monuments to Poſterity, of Waters circu- 
lating thorough thoſe Places, which, now 
perhaps, may be forſaken by that Element. 
And here it may not unfitly be ask d, Why, 
for the moſt Part, we perceive greater Stones 
in ſmall Brooks, or Channels, than in larger 
Rivers? The Reaſon of which depends upon 
the Water having depoſited, all or moſt, of 
its Salts in the Bowels of the Earth for the 
concreting ſubterraneous Stones, Minerals, 
Fc. and therefore, upon its firſt breaking 
forth, affords the greateſt Supply, of what 
is left, to thoſe Stones in the Brooks it runs 
into firſt, which leaves ſtill a lefſer Portion 
tor the Stones of thoſe greater Rivers, where 
it comes laſt, and, conſequently, cannot raiſe 
them to any conſiderable Bigneſs: Which 
Concretes, moſt properly, may be term'd 


Cwarty Stones. Indeed, tho' the Salts are 


D 4 prin- 
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principally concern'd in the Increaſe of all. 
ſolid Stones, yet all Seeds have a determin'd 
Greatneſs of Extenſion, beyond which they 
cannot raiſe themſelves : And whatever Salts 
ſhall endeavour to cloſe with the Pores of 
Stones, after they are arriv'd to this deter- 
mind Bigneſs, are not admitted, but as theſe 


Stones part with ſome of their Subſtance, as 


a looſe unneceſſary Excrement. As to the 


Difference of Stones, in relation to their Com- 


pacted neſs, or Laxneſs, that depends in ſome 


Meaſure upon the Hardneſs or Softneſs of 


thoſe concreting Salts ; but chiefly, and prin- 
cipally, upon the different Figures of thoſe 
Salts, which affords a greater Cloſeneſs, or

ROM Traceing out the Original of 
Stones in Rivers, paſs we, now, to a 
Conſideration of thoſe generated in Bodies: - 
And, that there are Stones and Gravel gene- 
rated in ſeveral Parts of the Body, beſides 
the Kidnies and Bladder, we have the Atte- 
ſtations of the moſt renown'd Maſters of Phy- 
ſick, in Support of this Avouchment; who 
declare to us, (many of whom were Eye- 
Witneſſes of the Facts,) that they have 
known Stones taken out of the Brain, Lungs, 
Heart, Liver, Gall, Bladder, &c. Thus Ætius 
declares, he ſaw a Stone taken out of the 
Eye- lids; and Hollerius, in his firſt Book of 
Diſeaſes of the Head, and, I think, about the 
45th Chapter, reports a Caſe, in which Stones 
were taken out of the Brain: Floreatinus has 
ſuch another Caſe, of a Stone taken out un- 
der r the 2 2 Sir * King relates of 
a Stone 
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a Stone taken out of the Glandula Pinealis 5 
1 Mr. Charles Kirkby ſpeaks of Stones taken out 
i of the Lungs of a Boy near Darntzick. And 
Experience daily aſſures us, that Stones are 
found in the Galls of feveral Animals, but 
eſpecially in Man. I was preſent at the Open- d 
ing of a Man that died of the Yellow, or rather f 
1 Black Jaundice, and in his Gall-Bladder was 
1 found a Stone bigger than a Walnut, of a 
| black Colour. And Fernelius acquaints us with 
a Story, of an Old Man, that, being defunct, 
and afterwards open'd, had neither Gall nor 
4 Bladder, but in its Place a great Stone 1n a 
| Capſule; and its credibly reported of George, 
King of Bohemia, that his Gall was found 
converted into a Red Stone. Paraus, l. 25. 
cap. T5. reports, that he took a Stone out of 
1 2 Man's Knee. Paulus eAigynata found ſome 
1 in the Nerves, and calls them nodoſæ Nervorum 
4 Concretiones; and we frequently obſerve ſtony 
if Cruſts form'd about the Sockets of our Teeth. 
| Mr. Toles, Lythotomiſt in the Hofpital at 
| Paris, ſpeaks of a Man that had a — of 
f the Bigneſs of an Olive- ſtone, came out at 
| his Navel, and the Man was living 20 Years 
| 


1 after. But theſe Relations being foreign to 
# my preſent Purpoſe, I ſhall wave their further 


Proſecution, and rejourn all thoſe, who may 
be deſirous of ſeeing more ample Accounts, 
to the learned Tracts of Hildanus, Fernelius, 


Hyeren : Mercurialis Serenerrus 5 whoſe copious 
Wri- 
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Writings they may conſult upon this Subject: 
My Deſign being Brevity, and only to exhi- 
bet a compendious Account of the Stone and 
Gravel, ſo far as theſe Maladies may be ſaid 
to afflict the Kidnies and Bladder. 


I BEZLIEVE there is no Diſtemper in 
Man's Body, that the Original, Cauſe, and 
Generation of which, has been more can- 
vas'd, than of this; whoſe different and dif 
agreeing Opinions to inlarge upon, would 
not only ſwell this Book beyond its intended 
Bulk, but alſo would little avail the Informa- 
tion of the Reader. I ſhall, however, ſpend 
ſome little Time in enumerating the particu- 
lar Opinions of the ſeveral diſagreeing Par- 
ties, mark the moſt probable, and at laſt 
cloſe with my own. The moſt antient Gale- 
niſts did ſuppoſe, the Stone to ariſe from 
a viſcous Phlegm generated about the Kidnies, 
and by the exceſlive Heat of the Liver, and 
other neighbouring Parts, to be dry'd, or as 
it were bak'd into a Hardneſs, equal to that 
of the moſt ſolid Stones. But their Succeſ- 


fours, perceiving this Opinion not very feaſi- 


ble, neither diffenſible by proper Reafons ; 
becauſe, that beſt of Maſters, Experience, 
teaches, that Old Men cold of Conſtitution, 
and Women naturally Phlegmatick, are trou- 
bled with the Stone and Gravel, had Recourſe 
to occult Qualities. That is a Plaſtick Vis, or 
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Generative Faculty in the Kidnies; ; ſo the 
= ingenious Fernelius expreſſes it, Renum areno- 
| am calculoſamque Diſpoſitionem. This was de- 
{ riving a Diſeaſe from I know not what, and 
q might ſerve, I ſuppoſe, as a good Cloak to 
: skreen the Ignorance of former Apes, but 

will not paſs current with the nice and curi- 
ous Taſte of the preſent. 


and they were for deriving the Original of 
this Diſeaſe from a Lapidifick or Petrify ing 
Spirit, taken into our Bodies with our Ali— 
ment; and to ſupport this Aſſertion the bet- 
ter, they give us Relations in ſome Hiſtories, 
of whole Troops of Men converted into real 


Spirit from the Bowels of the Earth. Indeed, 
Imy felf had a Stone, originally Wood, con- 
verted into ſuch, by being immers d in a River 


torious in both England and Ireland: But, then, 
if we admit ſuch a Spirit into the Bowels of 


lids into a Stone, as the Fluids; and the 
Brain, the Heart, or the Lungs, might as 
eaſily ſuffer as the Kidnies or Bladder, and 
conſequently endanger the humane Fabrick.

10.) appear'd on the Stage of the 
World : His ſqueamiſh'Stomach nauſeating 
the inſipid Humours of the Schools, and diſ- 
daining to tread in the Steps of his learned 
Predeceſſours; deſiring to be ſingular, ſolves 
the Matter of the Stone to be deriv'd from a 
Tartarous, Aluminous, Styptick, Lapidifick; 
Mucilage : So his Words import, Tartaream 
nempe Macilaginem, Aluminoſam, Stypticam, La- 
pilloſam. And a little after, ſpeaking of the 
Generation of the Stone in the Bladder, he 
uſes theſe Words, Calculus Veſſicæ ex Sale Uri- 
ne per Elementum Ignis generatur; and then fol- 
lows, In Veſſica enim fortiſſima Vis eſt: And a 
little after, Hæc Vis eſt Salis Urine ex qua Mu- 
cilago Coagulationem accepit. He ſeems to in- 
timate, that the Mucilage is the Matter of 
the Stone, which coagulates by the Ad miſſi- 
on of the Urinous Salts; but this Derivation 
is ſo frivolous, that, I think, it needs no Re- 
futation. Van Helmont, the Prince of Chy- 
miſts, ſuppoſes the Stone to ariſe from a Cal- 
culous Matter, which he calls Duelech; and 
which, according to the Opinion of our Au- 
thor, conſ ſts of a fæculent Dreggy Tartar, 
join'd with a volatile hardening Earth; this 
Coagulum exiſting in the Urine, and being 
conjoin'd by a Union of their Salts, u 
the Stone. | als 
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; ur to come to the Opinions of the pre- 
ſent Times. The Moderns, eſpecially the 
Chymiſts in general, aſſert that an acid Spi- 
tit, pyn'd with the Alcalous Spirits of the 
Urine, to be its material Cauſe; for ſay they; 
by ſuch a Conjunction, the Tartarous Salts 
of the Blood and the Earthy Sediment of the 
Urine ate precipitated, from which præcipi- 
tation, the Stone takes its Original. And 
here it is propet to advertiſe, that both An- 
cients and Moderns, have ever allow'd an Er- 
ror in the Digeſtions, a Weakneſs in the 
Kidnies, as alſo an Effeteneſs or Languid- 
neſs of the Expulſive Faculty of the Bladdet 
( which is only a weakneſs in the circular 
Nerves of its Spincter Muſcle, whereby it 
cannot contract it ſelf with that force, ne- 
ceſſary to the Expulſion of all the Urine ) to 
have contributed no ſmall ſhare, in diſpoſing 
the Cauſes to produce their Effects. And in- 
deed, tho? the latter Opinion ſeem the moſt 
feaſible, yet the different Hypotheſis, that in 
all Ages have been advanc'd concerning its 
firſt Formation, induces me to believe, that 
its true and genuine Cauſe; has never yet, 
been rightly accounted for ; and what, ſtrong- 
ly, ſupports me in this Aſſertion, the more, 
is, the Conſideration that the moſt ingenious 
Men have ever concluded large Stones as in- 

frangible, 
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frangible, and given them over as incurable 
by Medicine. 


Bur to proceed, we ſee a Stone generated 
in the Kidnies or Bladder, how it came there 
is the Queſtion, and of what Matter it con- 
= fiſts, we come now to examine. In the firſt 
= place, I believe, it impoſlible tolay down ſuch 
Principles, as may firmly ſtand for the Baſis 
and Foundation of all Stones, that at all 
times may equally affect every Individual 
for ſince ſeveral Accidents may daily happen, 
that may make conſiderable Alterations in 
E the Urines of different Perſons, it will unde- 
E niably follow, that the Principles ſuppos'd 
to be the Baſis of the Stone in one Subject, 
© muſt ſuffer an eſſential difference in the Bo- 
dies of others, and this may proceed princi- 
pally from the difference of Diet, different 
Perſons are accuſtom'd to. 


HowzveR when we analyze or reſolve 
into Principles, a Calculous taken out of a 
Human Body; we find the Baſis of it, for the 
moſt part,to be a fix'd Salt, that will endure 
the ſtrongeſt Fire. This Experiment I have 
more than once try'd upon a Calculus Humanns, 
taken out of the Bladder, and ever found a 
very great proportion of fix'd Salts, tho? I 
muſt confeſs, in ſome more than others; 
o that what Dr. Lifter advances concerning 
the 
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reatiſe-of 
the Stone in the Bladder, is a mere Notion; 
where he ſuppoſes it to-have a nearer reſem- 
blance to the ſtifneſs of Bone, rather than 
the hardneſs of Stone, becauſe according to 
Hydraftatic Laws, 1t 1s fpecifically lighter, 
than the Standard of thoſe Concretes, that, 
from their Gravity, come up to the Denomi- 
nation of Stones. Yet, upon the ſtricteſt 
Examination, into the Pondus of theſe Petri- 
fied Concretes; I have, ſeveral times, ob- 
ſery'd Stones taken from the Bladder, that, 
Bulk for Bulk, have fully come up to the 
Standard of Flints in Weight. This, I ſay, 
when immediately, upon Extraction, they 
have been ballancd; for 1 am very certain, 
the Calculus Humanus looſes, of its Weight; 
conſiderably, after it is taken from the Blad- 
der, and daily expos'd to the Air ; and the 
Reaſon is very clear: For the Nitrous Parti- 
cles of the Air, diſſolving into a Deliquium) 
the looſe Salts, that were not wel] attach'd 
to it in the Bladder, renders; it full of Pores, 
into which the Air inſinuates, and by De- 
grees, conſumes it more and more, till af 
length, it bring it to the perfect Nature of a 
Pumice for Eightneſs. I had the Sight of one, 
that the Gentleman, whoſe it was, averd 
that when it was taken out of the Bladder, 
it weigb'd full nine Ounces, and, at that Time, 
when I ſaw it, which was above fifteen Years 
after, it did not weigh above Zi ziß gr. xi

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But, to wave Controverſy with ſo great a Man, 
we are to conſi der, that tho the Stone con- 
tains ſo vaſt a Proportion of fix'd Salt, yet, 
certain it is, that it never came into the Body 
fixd; but, was, primarily that eſſential Salts 
we ſuppovd i in Rivers, and to circulate, with 
the Waters, round this Globe, and to give in. 


inherent in our Aliment; both Solids, and Li- 
quids, does in its various Meanders, and Cir- 
cumgyrations round the Body, loſe much of 
its Eſſentiality, and becomes more fixd, by 
the heat] of the Stomach, and that intes 
ſtine Motion of the Blood ail Humours, it 
circulates with: And the more Heat there is 
in any Body, the more fix d is this Salt, and 
conſequently, the more hard and compact, 
which is cemented into a moſt ſolid Stone, by 
| the Concurrence of a glutenous Lynipha; not 
much unlike the glare of an Egg, and that 
| there is ſuch a viſcid Lympha in the Urine; ex- 
perience proves, from the boyling a g00d 
Quantity of this Fluid, almoſt to Dryneſs ; . 
which, then, betrays it Felf more roapy, an 

claminy, than when the more aqueous Parts 
gave it a greater Tenuity. And Hollerius ſe- 
conds this Opinion, of a viſcid Humour, in 
thee Words, Arenas multi mingunt, neque cal- 
tuloff ſunt. Ouoniam ills non copuntur in Lapi- 
dem, niſi viſcido aliquo & crudo Humore uper 
deniente, ad quod; itidem & Tempore eſt opus: 

E Hence 
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creaſe to Stones, Minerals, Cc. and, being 
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ry often, we perceive much Gravel to ſub- 


ſide in the Urine, in People that never had 


any Reaſon to complain of the Stone, for 
unleſs this viſcid Humour abounds in the Urine, 
the Arenulous Attoms can, in no wiſe, be linked 


together, and conſequently, cannot, with any 


probability of Reaſon, form a Stone. 


Thus far, as to the matter of the Stone, 


and the manner of its Formation F But, then, 
we are to conſider, that ſeveral ente 


muſt concur, without which, it cannot receive 


a Being in the Body. Firſt, An Error in the 
Digeſtion of the Stomach, when the Chyle is 


not well aſſimulated, not being well mix'd, 


and combin'd with the Blood, and for want 
of Animal Spirits, the Serum, being too groſ- 
ly ſecreted by the Kidnies, whereby. the fix'd 
Salts, and the more weighty Particles of the 
Urine are ſeparated, amongſt which, the moſt 
ponderous 1s ever -firſt precipitated, accor- 
ding to the Laws of Gravitation, which 
proves the central Point, or Principal of At- 
traction, about which, all the reſt do incline, 
and ſubſide, and fo forward the Urine, daily, 
affords more or leſs Matter, for the increaſe 
of the Stone thus form'd. Secondly, A bad 
Diſpoſition of the Parts, when the Kidnies 


themſelves are naturally lax, or weak, which 
Lax- 


1 the Reaſon is evident; why, v ve- 
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Larneſs or Weakneſs, many times, we re- 
ceive in our Embryoniſm, and then the Af. 
fect, in ſome Senſe, may have Relation to a 
Hereditary Diſpoſition. The firſt ground- 
work, or Centre of a Stone, may be a Par- 
ticle of Matter, ſo minute, as not to come 
under the ſight of the moſt curious Eye, 
which increaſing daily, by the Admiſſion of 
new Matter, adhereing every where uniform- 
ly, like a Flake upon a Flake, as may be 
perceiv'd in our Onions, or Stratum ſuper Stras 
tum, as may be obſerv'd in the Formation of 
our Bezoar Stones; the Infinity of which 
Strata's or Plates, may increaſe it into an 

exccedin g great Magnitude. 
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I have ab that thoſe, that have bent Muck aud 
their Inclinations much to Studies, have Audyng 
been very ſubje& to this Affliction, thought pernicious

ces, and to Tojourn with able States- men; 
whs; by their labouring Thoughts, having 
overftraitid. their Spirits, loaden with 
Schemes, for the ſuppott. of Government, 
have ſplit upon this moſt miſerable Rock. 
And I ſeldom have known any Perſon, whoſe

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Gravel or Stone, rarely, or ſeldom, are free at 
the ſame time, from the Hypocondriac Diſeaſe, 
or as ſome will have it, the Splenitic Affecti- 
on. The many, I have obſerv'd, under the 
aforeſaid Complication, made me unwilling 
to paſs by this Remark. The learned Dr. 
Cheyne, in his Eſſay upon the Gout, excel- 
lently well demonſtrates the Similitude there 
is between Gouty Chalk Stones, and thoſe 
in the Bladder, in theſe Words, © That the 
« Chalk Stones yoided from the Joints of 
Gouty Perſons, and the Gravel Stones

Texture of Parts, as far as can be known, 
and, even, the ſame outward Shape, when 
unbroken and unconfin'd by hard Subſtan- 
ces, and they generally happen to one and 
the ſame Perſon. And this ſhews that 
they are both owing to the ſame Confor- 
mation of Parts, and other general Cau- 
* ſes. Now 1t theſe Reaſonings ſtand good, 
| cannot ſee, it would be any Impropriety of 
Speech, if 1 ſhould call the Stone in the Blad- 
der the Gout in the Bladder, ſince they both 
owe their Being to the ſame Original. And 


our ingenious Countreyman, Dr. Muſgrave, 
in his Intern. D 
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gues very ingeniouſly in Defence of Nephritie 
Gouts, and, truly, ſupports his Opinion with 
a great deal of Reaſon, and as the former, ſo 
he, makes the Parts and Compoſition of the . 
Arthritick Stone, to bear a very near Reſem- *

By the Evidence of this Ex- 
periment, it appears, that the Salts of the 
Stone, in the Kidnies and Bladder, muſt 
needs be very fretting, ſince they bear ſuch 
a near Affinity to thoſe of Lime Stones, and 
thoſe of the Tophacious Gout Stone. So that 
the Points of their ſeveral Salts, are not di-

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the Gravel and Stone. 
not but this agreeableneſs of Particles is one 
great Cauſe, of that exceſſive Heat, which 
troubles thoſe Subject to this Diſeaſe. The 


Difference between thoſe Calculouſes genera- 
ted in Rivers, and theſe in Bodies, is, that 


the former aſſumes their Induration from a 


fermentaceous Juice, of which a proper 
Seed is its Center : the other from Accretion 
or Appoſition of Particles of Matter, which 
is ſtrongly cemented together, by a glutinous 
Lympha, which reſides in the Urine of moſt 
calculous Perſons, and of which, we have ta- 


ken Notice of before. And, doubtleſs, it 


was from this Original, that Dr. dare was de- 


ceiv'd into an Opinion, that, theſe, Concretes, 


in Bodies, have a nearer Affnity to Bones 


than real Stones, which he grounded upon a 


little quantity of Empyreumatic Oil that the 
Calculus Humanus, always, affords upon a ſtrong 
Diſtillation, not common to other Stones. But 


that Gentleman might eaſily have accounted 


for the fætidneſs of that Oil, if he had conſi- 
dered the Nature of that Lympha which is 


ſo neceſſary to compact the Arenulous Attoms 


together, before any Stone can be formed. 
But, before I cloſe this Section; I muſt beg 
leave, to ſubjoyn the excellent Reaſoning of 
Dr. Frehtagh, chief Phyſitian at Nn up- 
on this Subjedt. He, of all the Writers I have 
met with, gives the cleareſt and brighteſt 
Ideas of the Formation of the Stone. In a

ON the contrary, too much Sloth and Eaſe 
may nouriſh an impure Colluvies of Humours, 
and affect the ſeveral Parts of the Body, with 
a Looſeneſs, Tenderneſs, and Flaccidity, and 


Strength, Firmneſs, and Elaſticity. 


As Sleep and Watching have Relation to 
theſe going before, ſo they are annex'd to 
them in Order, and come now to be treated 
of. But we may obſerve, that what Evils 
do ſpring from an overlong interruptcd Mo- 
tion of the Body, the ſame may ariſe from 
oyerlong continued Sleep : And immoderate 
Watchings or Wakings ſhall cauſe the ſame 
Inconveniencies that will happen upon the 
uſing too much Motion: But with reſpect to 
the Lying ; that, alſo, deſerves a particular 
Conſideration : For a ſoft downy Bed, which 
links the Patient, and on all Sides preſſes 
againſt the Kidnies, is of all to be avoided, 
that find themſelves any ways inclinable to 
Stone or Gravel. On the contrary, a hard

increaſe the Symptoms, by augmenting the 
Heat, than afford any real Matter for the 
Foundation of the Stone, ſo 1 ſhall diſcard 
the Examination of them alſo, and only 
remark; ther as Vencry, when exceſſive, 
is ſüpposd, by moſt Authors, to have great 
4 Influence in generating the Gour, ſo its 
. Conſequence is, in no Diſeaſe, ſo pernici- 
bus as in thoſe who are inclinable to the

"TY * in this cake, it equal afſects both 
Males and Females. 


IN Men, the Blood abounding as well 
with its own Heat, as the Heat of the Se- 
minal Spirits, is tumultuouſſy hurried round 
the Body, and can ſcarcely be reſtrain'd with- 
in its proper Channels ; but does frequently 
break out in Hæmorages at the Noſe, eſpe- 
cially thoſe of a ſanguine Conſtitution : And 
all agree, that more Maladies, and theſe more 
grievous, do not ariſe from a Suppreſſion of 
any Evacuation, as from an overlong Reten- 
tion of this Balſamum vitæ humani generis. 
And what I have ſaid is verified from that 
common, but well concerted Axiom, in Phy- 
loſophy : Ouod res tanto deterior evadit, cum 4 
propria Natura recedit, quanto in ſtatu fas na- 
tivo perfectior erat. All of us know, that the 
richeſt and moſt ſpirituous Wines, when they 
do degenerate, make the ſharpeſt Vinegar. 
Young Men, and thoſe that abound with a 
Plenty of Animal Spirits, from a long Inter- 
ruption of the Games of Venus, ſuffer much: 
They are often affected with a Dulneſs and 
Heavineſs of Body, with acute Pains of the 
Head, ſpermatick Fevers, which are excel- 
lently well deſcrib'd by Sinibaldus Geneanthro- 
pus, Lib. 9. Tract I. Others from a flatulent 
Spirit, mix'd with the Materia Spermatica, 
Tage with Priapiſin; ſuch was he in Schencking, 
whole 
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whoſe Penis continued Rifly erected to Days 
after his Death; as alſo that of the Roman 
General ates, of whom Pomponius Letus, 
in his Compendium of the Roman Hiſtory, thus 
relates: Periit novo Cladis genere, Teſtium nem- 


pe Folliculo ſurſum verſo fimul cum virili Mem- 


bro, & ſemper tenſo adeo, ut quoties meieret, niſi 
Tabula Umbilico admota prohibente, Vultum Lotio 
ſparſiſſet. And immoderate Venery is equally 
as dangerous; for it deſtroys the more Bal. 
ſamick and Spirituous Parts of the Blood, 
weakens the Brain and Senſes, relaxes the 
Nerves, and conſumes the Animal Spirits, 
which ought to preſerve the fix d Salts from 
betraying themſelves. 


IN Women, the Breaking forth of the 
Catamenia Feminarum give a great Change to 
the whole Body; and about the Age of Pu- 
berty the Females are moſt ſenſibly affected 
with ardent Deſires; their Menſes break forth, 
their Breaſts ſwell, and Deſires ariſe : Eyi- 
dent therefore it is, and daily Experience aſ- 
ſures us, that thoſe Women, whoſe Menſcs 
flow at the accuſtom'd Times, and are not 
ſubject to any Suppreſſions, are generally of 
a ſtrong and hale Conſtitution, a brisk and 
lively Genius, a florid and pleaſant Counte- 
nance, have enough of natural Warmth, and

Galen ſaith upon this Subject, is moſt conſen- 
taneous to Reaſon ; Mulierem ſanam ex Men- 
ſibus judicandum. But from their Suppreiſion, 
whether in Virgins, Women, or Widows, 
great are the Inconveniencies that follow. 
They grow pale in Countenance, are of a 
fearful Diſpoſition, look gaſtly, ſeem blood- 


leſs, and are of a torpid unactive Habit of 


Body. Kodericus 4 Caſtro Luſit anus, in his 2d 
Book de Morhis Mulier. Cap. 3. ſums up the 
Evils that attend a Suppreſſion in theſe 
Words, © Ob ſuppreſſionem Menſium & Ve- 
© nerem omiſſam, timide, mœſtiæ, anxiæ, 
c verecundæ, ſuſpitioſæ, languentes, Conſi- 
& lii inopes, cum ſumma Vitæ & Rerum me- 
cc liorum Deſperatione.“ And in the 34th 
Chapter of the ſame Book, de Vteri Calculo, 


he aſſigns the ſame Cauſe to produce a Stone

AN p, an intemperate Flux, or unſeaſona- 
ble, when it happens before the accuſtomed 
Times, is equally as dangerous; for Crudities 
of the Stomach, Paleneſs of the Countenance, 
Want of Appetite, and a Weakneſs of the 
whole Body, ſhall inevitably follow. 
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T1ris Diſtemper may be alſo Hereditary; 
and that there are ſuch, is paſt all Diſpute. 
For as Fernelius words it, lib. 1. Cap 2. Path. 
Ouocunque etiam morbo Pater cum generat, te- 
netur, cum Semine transfert in Prolem. Obſerve 
what Diſeaſe the Father labours under when 
he begets him, the ſame you may perceive in 
his Son after him ; and Children are as well 
Inheritors of their Father's Diſeaſes, as their 
Eſtates. Nay, the Poet very elegantly con- 
tends, that eyen the Vices, or Virtues of Pa- 
. rents, are tranſlated unto their Children.

Axp Hereditary Gouts, King's-Evil, Stone,

THrs Paſſions are the laſt of the Non- na- 
turals, that concern our preſent Inquiry; 
and what extraordinary Commotions and Per- 
turbations their Diſorder raiſes in the Ani- 


mal Oeconomy, I am to conſider in this Place. 
The 
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The Effects they produce in our Bodies is 


beſt diſcoverable from the Alterations they 
make in the ſeveral Juices. 


SoRRO W, Fear, and Sadneſs, have all the 
ſame Effects in producing Diſeaſes. They fill 
the Imagination with dejecting Thoughts, and 
depreſs the Motion of the Animal Spirits; 


whereby all the Fluids in the Body are re- 


tarded in their Circulation, which, conſe- 
quently, muſt cauſe a great Obſtruction in 
the ſeveral Juices to be ſecreted. Beſides, 
they hinder Digeſtion, breed Crudities, ſnar- 
pen the Humours, and accumulate much Tar- 
tary Matter; for all dejecting Paſſions gene- 
rate much of Acidity, by depraving the ſeve- 
ral Digeſtions of the Stomach and Bowels, 
which give a Check to the Animal Spirits, 
and precipitates the fix d Salts of the Urine 


either in the Kid nies, or Bladder, which, by 


the Admiſſion of the ſerous n generates 
the Stone. 


ANGER, when inordinate, may truly be 
calld a ſhort Madneſs, for being an active 
Paſſion, and when driven on to Extremes, 
(like unbridled Horſes,) knowing no Bounds, 


may overſtretch the Spirits. How often have 


we obſerv'd ſome Perſons, ſo vehemently di- 
ſturb'd at ſome Miſcarriage, or againſt ſome 
Accident, that, for the preſent they have not 
only 
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only loſt the Uſe of their Reaſon, but Speech 
alſo, by that violent Agitation, and extraor- 
dinary Rage of the Blood and Spirits; ſo 
that they have been oblig d to continue ſome 
Time mute to recover them again: Nay, in 
extreme Rarefactions, upon ſudden Checks, 
and where the Matter hath been of mighty 
Importance, the tender Filaments that rivet 
the Soul to the Brain, have been ſo diſcon- 
certed, that they have put an everlaſting 
Stop to all the Springs of Nature. But if 
we conſider it in a leſſer Degree of Rage, 
we ſhall till find it egregiouſſy detrimental 
to the Body; for by inordinately increaſing 
the Motion of the Animal Fluids, it may 
drive the Humours as a Torrent upon the 
Kidnies, which being weak and unable to 
bear ſuch a preſſing Load, will greatly da- 
mage the Compages of their Glands, and the 
flender Fibers of thoſe Bowels, being, by this 
means, infirn'd, may not fo well be enabled 
to expel all thoſe Corpuſcles of Sand with the 
Serum, but ſome remaining, may concrete, 
ard form gravelly Matter, or little Stones ei- 
ther in the Subſtance, or Sinus of the Kidnies. 
Laſtly, I ſhall ſpeak of Study, as a Cauſe, 
which claims a very great ſhare in generating 
both Stone and Gravel. And, indeed, the 
moſt active Exerciſe does not, by far; exhauſt 
the Spirits ſo much, as conſtant Study, and 


by _ I can fpeak it, that my ſelf 
nas 
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has labour'd in my Study, till my very Legs 
have trembled under me. We moſt com- 
monly obſerve, that Men of great Learning, 
thoſe, who are remarkable for a maſtery in 
Languages, are more frequently arreſted with 
this Malady, than Idiots, or Fools, who ſel- 
dom feel the Pangs and Throws, that attend 
them that labour under it. In the moſt ex- 
alted Genious's, and Men of the loftieſt Ca- 
pacities, we commonly perceive two inſepa- 
rable Diſaſters to attend them; the firſt is, a 
weak Stomach, the other an infirm Spleen. 
Now, the Stomach being an active Bowel, 
and employ'd by our Parent Natu: ., for the 
Digeſtion and Perfection of the Fluids, deſti- 
nated for the Nouriſhment of the ſeveral 
E Parts ; and much Spirits being abſolutely ne- 
. ceſſary to ſupport its Action of Chylification, 
© it neceſſarily follows, that upon the Ablation 
| of the Animal Spirits, from what Cauſe ſo-

l ever, the Stomach will ſuffer, and become weak 
£ and infirm : And, upon this Account it is, 
, that Perſons who apply themſelves greatly to 
i- Study, are commonly reputed to have puny 
s. Stomachs; or, if they do by Chance eat 
ſe heartily, and make a good Meal, it common- 


ly turns to Crudities, and is attended with 
be Obſtructions. And daily Experience aſſures 
us, that ſome of the Bowels ſhall ſooner loſe 
nd WW their Tone than the reſt; and others are na- 
rally, and it may be originally weaker, 
has il — which 
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which will render that, or thoſe Parts, more 


liable, to thoſe Diſtempers incident thereto; 


and, if we ſuppoſe any of the Bowels weaker 
than the reſt, upon an equal Sublation of the 
Spirits of the ſeveral Parts, the weakeſt will 
ſuftain a double Loſs, for being more effete 
and languid before than the reſt, it muſt ſuf- 
fer in Proportion with the reſt, by that ge- 
neral Deficiency. And we may eaſily diſco- 
ver what Influence the Non-naturals will, na- 
tu 9 upon the Effeteneſs and Languid- 

ness of ſuch Parts. Thus we obſerve, (in 
thoſc that have a weak Texture of Lungs,) 
that, upon taking Cold, they ſhall be ſeizd 
with Coughs, Wheezings, Aſthma's, Inflam- 
wations, &c. Others, who have ſtronger 
Lungs, but more curious Blood, and finer Spi- 
rits, ſhall, upon taking Cold, inevitably fut- 
fer from Fevers of one Kind or other; or, 
ſometimes Agues. Otners, ſubject to weak 
Kidnies, ſhall, upon catching Cold, be tor- 
tur'd with grievous Nephritick Paroxiſms; 
The external Air always takingthe Advantage 
of the weakeſt Part, and exciting its Trage- 
dy under the Appearance of thoſe Diſeaſes 
incident to that Part; and the ſame may be 
ſaid of Hard-Drinking, exceſſive Motion, and 
the reſt of the Non-naturals. 
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Oythe Diſßerence, Magnitude, and Num-

H O* Stones may be found in all Parts 

of the Body, as we have clearly de- 
monſtrated in the Third Section, yet, I will 
confine my ſelf to an Examination of thoſe 
only that affect the Kidnies and Bladder. The 
Variety, Magnitude, and Number of which, 
very much alter, according to the Subject 
they reſide in, and Part or Parts they affect; 
and they ſhall arrive to a greater Bigneſs in

Beginnings, which conſequently, drawing the 
Bottom of this Bowel to its Neck, muſt force 

the Urine out at the Paſſage of the Urethra; 
and to this Action do concur the .Afſſi- 

ſtance of the Diaphragm, and Compreſſure 
of the Abdominal Muſcles : And tho? I have, 
ſeen ſeveral Reaſons, why moſt People after 
they have done making Urine, commonly do 
ſuffer a Horror or Shivering to glide all over 
the Body, yet 1 perceive not any, that better 
fits my Opinion, than the following : That 
the pungent Salts of the Urine, being beaten 
back by the Elaſtick Strength of the Sphincter 
Muſcle retracting it felt, does briskly ſtrike 
the Nervous Coat of the Bladder; which 
Percuſſion communicates the- ſame Senſation 
to the adjacent Nerves, and they, again to the 


admit the moſt, plauſible Reaſon yet given, 
vis That the ambient Air being receiv'd, 
or naturally preſſing into the Bladder, (I ſup- 
poſe to fill-up, the Vacuum, upon the Defect 


rally perccive immediately to follow, upon 
having done making Urine : Then the Hor- 
ror mult be conſiderably greater in Winter, 
than Summer; and, belides, the ſame Incon- 
veniency might as well happen to the Lungs 


in Inſpiration ; both which we leaſt of os

fee to _—_ Beſ 3 if this Air does ens 


ter the Urethra, we may- naturally ſuppoſe; 
it receives ſo much Warmth at its Entrance, 
as not to be able any ways to incommode 


this Bowel. And this Repercuſſion of the 


VUrinous Salts, thus accounted for, is the Rea- 
ſon, why moſt; People, labouring under Stone 
and Gravel, but eſpecially Stone, perceive 4 
ſharp cutting Pain in the Paſſage of the 
Glands near its End, juſt about the Excretion 
of the laſt Drop of Urine. Now, tho? fome 
have ſupposd this cutting Pain to proceed 
from a Sharpneſs of Urine, or Hotneſs of 
this Fluid, excoriating the Paſſage of the Vre- 
thra, near its End, yet moſt improperly: 


For I might ask, How comes it to paſs, that 


the Pain is not continual, as in a Gonorrhea, 
or Clap, where an Excoriation of the Urethra 
moſt commonly happens- For I have 
obſery'd in the aforeſaid Affection, that the 
Patient hath been upon the Rack all the Time 
his Urine was coming from him; which we 
ſeldom ſee to happen, in Caſes of the Stone 
and Gravel, till the Patient has juſt done, and 
then the Pain is exquiſite. But a Queſtion 
here may very fitly ariſe, why this trouble- 
ſome Senſation does not equally affeX well 
People, as well as thoſe labouring under Stone 
and Gravel, ſince the ſame Cauſes ought to 
ig the fame Effects? The Anſwer to 


this Queſtion, thus put; is very plain and 
G 2 eaſy, 
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eaſy, viz, That when the Organs, or Inſtru- 
ments ſerving to the Miniſtration of Cauſes, 
are differently affected, the Effects reſulting 
from the Indiſpoſition of thoſe Organs, will 
be different, tho' proceeding from the ſame 
Cauſe: So that Gravel, being impregnated 
with the Urine, makes the Senſation in the 
Nervous Coat of the Bladder, upon the Re- 
traction of the Sphincter Muſcle, more trou- 
bleſome, than when Urine alone ſimply acts 
upon that Membrane; neither does the Do- 
lor reſt in the Bladder, but excites a very 
painful Strangury at the Extremity of the 
Glands. Indeed, where an Exulceration of 
the Bladder accompanies either Stone or Gra- 
vel, as not ſeldom happens to the former, 
then is the Pain continual, as in a Gonorrhea, 
and very torturing, from the Exit of the firſt 
Drop of Urine, till the laſt is excern'd. 


PEOPLE, in making Urine, ought to be 
very careful, to emit, from the Bladder, all 
that Nature deſigns to be ejected at that 
Time; for we have known ſad Conſequences 
to have happen'd upon a voluntary Suppreſſi- 
on of Urine ; when ſome People have been 
compeli'd through Modeſty, or Baſhfulneſs, 


to reſtrain it longer than Nature deſign'd. 
While in the Country, I was an Eye-Witneſs 


of a moſt diſmal Tragedy, occaſion'd from à 
Suppreſſ on of Urine : A Gentleman in Com- 
pany 
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pany with Ladies, and unwilling to make any 
Diſturbance by going out, againſt the Bent 
of Inclination, reſtrain'd the Sphincter Muſcle 
from its Office, when Nature londly calFd 


for an Exit to the Urine : He, being uneaſv, 


preſently retir'd, and went Home, and in the 
Evening was ſeizd with ſuch a total Suppreſ- 


ſion, in good Earneſt, that, I believe, all the 


Pinreticks in the Globe would not have help'd 
him; but, he, after a very miſerable Lan- 
gniſhing of Thirteen Days, had the Happi- 
ncſs to quit the Scene of this Mortal Life: 
Ard if a total Suppreſſion, but for a little 
Space of Time, could produce ſuch dangerous 
Conſequences, as not to be remediable, we 
have Reaſon to fear, that a partial Evacuati- 
on will not be without its Inconveniencies. 
Such another Caſe relates Dr. Baynard, in his 
Hiſtory of the Cold Bath, Part II. p. 350. Of 
a young Lady invited to her Siſter's Labour, 
and riding behind a Man-Servyant thither, her 
Over-baſhfulnefs prevail'd with her to retain 
her Urine ſo long, that the Conſequence of that 
Suppreſlion coft the Lady her Life. But, now, 
whether this fatal Conſequence was owing to 
her with-holding her Urine, or to ſome other 
previous Indiſpoſition of the Bladder, from 
this Gentleman's Relation 1s not eaſy to conje- 


cture. There ſeems to be a ſort of Notice given 


when to Urine, by the pungent Salts of this 
Fluid ſtimulating the Circular Nerves of the 
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Sphincter Muſcle: to Excretion, and this Sti- | 
mulation, or Pungency is to remind us of our 
Duty, that we may unload- the Bladder from 


its Preſſure, by giving a free Paſſage to this 
Fluid. 


As to the Bigneſs of Stones, in reſpect of 
Parts, thoſe of the Kidnies are always leſſer 
than theſe in the Bladder, and for the moſt 
Part, not always, thoſe in the. Bladder, re- 
ceiv'd their firſt Rudiments in the Kidnies, 
which, from the Pelvis, by the Ureters, did 
paſs into the Bladder; now, if the muſcular 
Fibres of the aforeſaid Bowel, be ſtrong 
enough to contract themſelves, for the Ex- 
pulſion of the ſmall Arenule, or little Stones, 
all may do well, but, if not, their Stay may 
increaſe them to an exceeding great Magni- 
tude. Of ſome, I have read, that have been 
extracted from the Bladder, which weigh'd 
thirty two Ounces; and, Hildanus, in his 
Obſervations, reports, of one that weighd 
twenty two Ounces. But, the largeſt I ever 
ſaw, or indeed, heard of, is that prodigious 
great one, refery d, in the Charity Hoſpital 
at Paris, as a choice Rarity, which, when 
extracted, weigb'd Fifty one Ounces, but the 
Gentleman, from whom it was taken, died un- 
der the Operation. The leaſt Stones in 
Children, are about the bigneſs of large 
Peaſe, ſome as great as Cherries, and theſe,

As, to the Color of Stones there is as 
great Variety and Difference in theſe of the 
Kidnies and Bladder, as among thoſe that 
receive their Generation in Rivers. They 
may be White, Red, Yellow, inclining to an 
Orange, of a pale Green. I once faw one 
White, all beſpeckled with Red Veins, very 
beautiful to the Eye, ſometimes they may be 
of an Aſh-Color, Duskiſh, Black, which Di-

many Times the Looſneſs or Compactedneſs 
of the Pores.of Stones, may contribute not a 
little to the Alteration of their Colour :

Round 
e Globular Attoms, commonly, form rough 
is Stones, with unequal Surfaces, tho' of a 
in Globular Figure: But, if the minute Parti- 
IC cles, conſtituting the Stone, be Triangular, 
e, the Stones reſulting from thoſe Figures, ſha!l 
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have ſmooth Surfaces, and leſs unequal. It is 
obſervable, that there are many more ſmooth 
Stones, with poliſh'd Surfaces, found in the 
Body of Man; than rough and uneven in the 
ſame Subject, tho' this Difference may owe 
its original to the viſcid Lympha, that com- 
bines the Corpuſcles, conſtituting the Stone 
more ſtrictly or laxly together. But, the 
Surfaces of Stones are not always of a Re- 
ſemblance, at leaſt, not, exactly, agreeable to 
the Figures and Modes of thoſe Bodies, they 
are form'd from, for the Bladder, the Urine, 
and the Preſſure, or juſtling of other Bodies, 
may make a conſiderable Alteration, both in 
the Surfaces, and Forms of particular Stones. 
Beſides, the Gravity of the Sand ſometimes 
preſling, or ſubſiding firmly, to the botton: 
of the Bladder, of round Bodies, may form 
a Stone flat, and of an equal Surface. 


Tu Number of Stones are alſo as diffe- 
rent as their Magnitude. Some, ſhall have a 
many ſmall] Stones in the Bladder, to the 
number of a Dozen. I once, in Company, 
heard a Gentleman aver, that he had, at 
Times, voided, by Urine, ſix hundred actu- 
al Stones; the leaſt of which, as he then af- 
firm'd, exceeded a White Pea in Bignefs, 
þut he was a Traveller. Of many, I have 
heard, that have had two or three in the 
Bladder, and thaſe of a conſiderable _ 
” nels; 
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neſs; but, for the moſt part, if the Stone =_ 
be large, it is but one, unleſs pehbelous Mat- 
ter, breaking off by ſome great fall, or ſud- 
den Concuſſion of the Body, lay the Founda- 
tion of others : The ſeperated Parts. acqui- 
ring new Matter from the ſandy Sediment of 
the Urine; may, with the Addition of the 
concreting Mucous or Lympha, increaſe, and 
in time, grow into a large Stone, not much 
leſs than that, from which it took its Ori- 
ginal. 


WEN this Accident happens, it common- 
ly, greatly incommodes the Patient; for, the 
former, being render'd unequal in its Angles, 
by parting with ſome of its ſubſtance, and, it 
thereby, being indued, with ſharp pointed if 
Corners, may, upon any Motion, grate a- | A 
gainſt the Nervous Tunics of the Bladder, Hh 
and wound its tender Membranes, which be- RE | 
ing expos'd to the Urine, ſaturated with hot 
fretting Salts, may excite dreadful Pains, be 
a frequent Cauſe of making bloody Urine, 
and, which, if not timely prevented, by 
proper Applications, will, certainly, lay the 
Foundation of an - incurable Ulcer. Theſe 
Symptoms, we moſt commonly ſee, to hap- 
pen to Gentlemen, after riding long Journies. 
The exceſſive Motion, that attends Riding, 
have given ſuch a Diſturbance to the Stone, 
that, if Nature had been ſtrong enough to 
| have 


 fruQtions kinder, and its Greatneſs be unca- 


ſumable, that length of Time, and Delays, 


ded with ſuch imminent Danger, as, moſt 
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have encounter d with its Enemy, and the 
Paſſages large enough to have received him, 


no doubt, the Calculous Matter, ſo diſturbin: 
to its Gueſt, had made its Exit : But, if Ob- 


pable of entering the narrow Paſſage of 
the Urethra; nothing but the Hand of 
ſome skilful Lythotomiſt (after the beſt Me- 
dicines have been us'd in vain) can be 2 
means to free the miſerable Patient from bis 
Thraldom ; and, where there is a neceſlity 
of undergoing this painful Operation of Se- 
Aion; in my Opinion, the ſooner he ſub- 
mits to it, the better, for its ſtrongly pre- 


will only ſerve to encreaſe the Danger, by 
exciting frequent Paroxiſms, that will wea- 
ken the Conſtitution, and augment the Sym- 
toms, and ſo at laſt, when he is leaſt able to 
bear it, will be oblig'd, rather to ſuffer any 
Torture, than bear his preſent Miſery. 


Nov, as this Operation is always atter- 


commonly, to bring the Life of the Patient 
into a doubtful State, as to his Recovery; {0 
ought it to be the Care of every skilful Opera- 
tor, to advertiſe the Patient, or his Friends, of 
his real Thoughts, as to the Conſequence of 
the Operation, that whatever ſhall ſucceed 
( whether Life or Death) nothing may be

objected as a Blemiſh to his Reputation. 
There are ſome Symptoms, that indicate an 
impoſſibility of Recovery, after Section, 
3 ſhall be conſider'd in their proper 
Place.

Of the Diagnoſtic Signs of Gravel 1 
Stones, in the Ridnies and Bladder. 


H E Symptoms that attend this Mala- 
dy, are diſtinguiſ'd, firſt, by a Com- 
W plaint of a fix'd Pain, about the Region of the 
Loins. If the Pain be very dull, and, as it 

| were, a benumbing Pain, with a Weight 
W upon the Part; 1t argues, the Stone lodg'd 
in the ſubſtance of the Kidney, which Ob- 
tuſeneſs, or Dulneſs of Pain, does proceed 
from the Parenchyma of thoſe Parts, for 
all Parts that are Parenchymatous ſuffer 
leſs Pain from thoſe Diſeaſes they labour un- 
der, than others, whoſe nervous Fibres are 
more expos'd to the Accidents that afflict 


ot Wl them; and, this Obſervation yet more plain- 
o! h appears, from a Conſideration of thoſe 
ed Affections that are incident to the Liver, and 
be Wl >picen ; both Parenchymatous Bowels. That 
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all Pains that attend either, are of an obtuſe; 
or benumbing Nature, and this we obſerve 
frequently in the Schirroſities of the Liver, 
with Reſpect to the former Bowel. as alſo in 
the Hypocondria Melancholia, in Relation to the 
latter. When the Stone falls into the Peloy, 
or Baſon, the Pain is increas'd, hecomes more 

ſharp and cutting ; and, with the Stone, the 
Pain deſcends a little ; by and by it comes in- 
to the Ureter; (always preſſing forwards 
according to the Tendency of Nature ) upon 
which, the Pain increaſes, and becomes intole- 
rable, eſpecially, if the Stone be larger, than 
can well paſs the Ureter, for then it tears, and 
puts the Patient to exceſſive Torture. To 
theſe Symptoms ſucceed a Difficulty of walk 
ing upright; the Nerves of the Ureters, 
from the extreme pungency of the Stone, be- 
ing convuls'd, and drawn together. A great 
Heat about the Loins: A Torpor of the 
Thigh and Leg, from the affected Ureter, 
preſſing againſt the Muſculus Pſoas of the 
ſame ſide. Under theſe diſmal Circumſtan- 
ces, the Teſticle of the afflicted Side is re- 
tracted, and drawn more up, than the other, 
which happens from the Conſent of Nerves 
diſſeminated in both the Kidnies and Teſti- 
cles, and this I look upon, to be as certain a 
Pathogmonic Sign, to diſtinguiſh the Stone 11 
the Kidnies, from the Cholick Pain, tho fca- 


ted never ſo advantageouſly to deceive, for i 
ths 
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the Gravel and Stone. 
| the Pain be in the Inteſtines, tho never ſo 
oppoſite to the Kidney, let but the Pati- 
ent obſerve the ſituation of his Teſticles, and 
he may eaſily diſcern, whether it be the 
Stone in the Kidney, or the Cholick Pain on- 
W 1y; if the former, one ſide only is drawn up, 
and inclin'd to the affected Side; but if the 
latter, then he may obſerve both Stones, e- 
qually retracted, and a Contraction equally 
of the Scrotum, for all Pains that are grievous 
and tormenting, as, alſo, all Pleaſures, that 
are exceſſively pleaſing, equally cauſe a Re- 
traction of the Stones, and a Contraction of 
W the Scrotum. To theſe Symptoms, we may 
add a Strangury, from a Convulſion of the 
Spincter Muſcle of the Bladder, and not, as 
ſome ignorantly ſuppoſe, from an Obſtructi- 
W on of the affected Ureter, for the Urine can 
as well flow by one Ureter as another, tho 
not in that Quantity. What Urine can be 
excern'd under the Painfulneſs of theſe Sim- 
ptoms, is generally limpid, clear, and watry. 
A Nauſeouſneſs is an inſeparable Symptom; 
when Things come to this paſs, which, when 
the Pain is very violent, frequently termi- 
nates in a downright Vomiting. As to the 
Contents that comes off from the Stomach, 
nothing of Certainty can be indicated there- 
I from, for, 1 have obſervd thoſe, troubled 
with the Stone and Gravel, to vomit as much 
Choler, as thoſe labouring under the moſt 
violent 
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wle een of the Cholick ; only by 
the following Obſervation we may learn to 
diſtinguiſh ' with ſome Certainty, That the 
Cholick moves from Part to Part, and is 
ſometimes more before, ſometimes more be- 
hind, otherwhiles higher, then again lower, 
now in the Back, then in the Belly or Sides, 
But the Stone generally keeps its Place, 
unleſs it paſs the Ureter, and ſo fall into the 
Bladder ; which Progreſs, when it makes, is 
attended, very often, (eſpecially if the Stone 
be large, and have, in its Paſſage from the 
Kidnies, lacerated any Part,) with Bloody 
Urine, which many Times 1s thick, turbid, 
with a dark, obfuſcate, ſandy, Sediment. 
W ben it is got into the Bladder, all the Sym- 
ptoms abate, and the Patient, for the pre- 
ſent, finds himſelf eaſy. The Diſtemper, ha- 
ving chang'd its Seat, with it, changes, ina 


great Meaſure, its Symptoms alſo ; for, after { 
its Arrival in the Bladder, in the Beginning ( 
of the firſt Paroxiſm, the Urine is thin, pale, 4 
clear, and watry : There is an Itching about iſ * 
the Region of the Pubis, and at the End of WW" 
the Membrum Virile; a Weight preſles ſome tr 
about the Region of the Groins, which, by th 
others, is perceiv'd, more or leſs, upon the A

Pyrineum. As the Stone is greater or leſſer, 
ſo the Symptoms are more or leſs grievous 
The Patient inclines to make Water, ſtrlves, 

| and; 
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with great Heat and Pain, which is moſt ſen- 
ſible about the End of the Glands; by and 
by, the ſame Inclination to Urine ſeizes him 


val of Time, he continues endeavouring, ſtri- 
ving, and ſtraining, but all to no Purpoſe; 
a Spoonful or two of Urine being the moſt 
be can get away, and then is always a looking, 
and peeping, and ſpying into the Urinal, to 
obſerve what Gravel, or little Stones, he can 
W perceive in that ſmall Quantity. Indeed, I 
cannot perceive, after all, any more certain 
E Diagnoſtic, to determine, whether or not, 
W 2 Stone be lodg'd in the Bladder, than by 
ſearching with the Catheter. And, as for a 
Stone in the Kidnies, it is certain, an Ulcer 
W in the Bowels, ſeated oppoſite to either of the 
Kidnies, will deceive moſt of the above- men- 
ond Symptoms; and Iwas concern'd with a 
Patient, Where Five Phyſicians, of no mean 
Rank, were before me, and all deceiv'd, and 
my ſelf alſo ; but then the Patient had been 
roubled with Gravel ſome Time before, and 
tiere were ſtrong Indications to conclude a 
stone in the Kidnies, when ſuch evident 
Froofs had preceded. However, the Ulcer 
[urn'd to a Gangrene, and he dyed ; nor was 
I poſſible to recover him, if we had known 
ito be an Ulcer, his Obſtinacy was ſo great 
; | and 


and, with much ado, makes it by Drops, 


again, and he endeavours, but finds his La- 
bour as fruitleſs as before, and ſo, every Inter- 
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and ungovernable, both in Point of Diet n 
Medicine; and being, at the Deſire of his 
Friends, open'd, we could perceive little or 
no Gravel, in either Kidnies or Bladder ; but, 
traceing over the Guts, we, oppolite to the 
Left Kidney, perceiv'd a Sphacelation. Some 
Authors mention, that if the Finger be forc'd 
up the Anus, and preſs'd towards the Blad- 
der, if a Stone be there, it will feel hard; 
bur this Method of ſearching for a Stone, will 
not always hold good; and there may be a 
Stone in the Bladder, and not to be felt by 
this Means. I rather think, that the ſandy 
Sediment that ſettles to the Sides of the 
Urin.} es alfo the Diſturbance Hard-Riding 
gives to the Parts afflicted with this Malady, 
are the ſtrongeſt Proofs that do conclude for 
Stone; tho? 1 have known ſome, conſ- 
derahly, relieved by gentle Riding, when no. 
other Means could give them Eaſe. Some- 
times it happens, that the Stone, by oyer- 
violent Action, or Motion, does ulcerate the 
Kidnies or Bladder, which Symptom, moſt 
certainly, may be concluded to happen to ei- 
ther Bowel, from the following Indications. 
Firſt, The Urine flows bloody, and the Pain 
; is excruciating about the Loins, if in the 
Ma 4 hy P. Rid nies; or Os Pubis, if in the Bladder : Some 
lib. 4. A- Time after, the Urine ſhall abound with thin 
phor. 81. Flakes, or Filaments, not unlike little Skins, 
or the minute Parings of Leather; then fol- 
lows 
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the Gravel and Stone. 
Jows a purrulent Pas, which, when it pro- 
ceeds from the Bladder, Cucil ſtronger, and 
is more offenſive; than if it comes from the 
Kidnies and in great Exulcerations of the 
| Bladder, I have known the whole Urinous 
Fluid, congeaPd into a Subſtance, like Size: 
And ſometime a go; I was concern'd for a 
Gentleman, whoſe whole Maſs of Urine (a 
little while after it had been exposd to the 
Air) was, continually, converted into a Slime, 
not unlike Frog-ſpawn, for Viſcidneſs, and 
Ropineſs, which, certainly, argued a great 
Decay or Conſumption of the foreſaid Bowel. 
But, ſome may object, perhaps, that, it is not 
poſſible, this ſlimy Matter could proceed all 
from the Bladder it ſelf, and the Quantity 
excern'd, ( which, truly, was great and fre- 
quent ) could not be ſupply'd ſo often, nor 
for ſo long a Time ( for he remain'd near a 
Twelvemonth, under this Diſaſter) from this 
Bowel, and therefore it is much more rea- 
bonable to ſuppoſe, that, the more ſizey 
part of the Serum was N by the Heat 
of the Blood, in its Circulation, which paſſing 
off by Urine, might, by the Admiſſion of 
the Nitrous Particles of the Air, be condensd 
Into this viſcid Subſtance. To al which, I can 
anſwer, That I ſhould not have frerwd from 
| this Opinion; (and does believe,that in Morbid 
Bodies, the Urine may acquire ſuch a viſcid 
biſpoſ tion) had I not been preſent, my ſelf; 
H at 
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at the opening of this Man after his Demiſe. 
In our Inſpection, we found the Kidnies little 
alter 4 from their natural Shape, and Poſiti- 
on, no Wounds in their Membranes or Veſſels, 
neither any Ulcer in their Subſtance, but 
tracing the Ureters, we perceived a Black- 
neſs about the middle of the Right, which, 
no doubt, formerly, had bcen ulcerated, bur, 
now, was dry'd up. In the Bladder, we 
found two Stones. The one near as large 
as a Walnut, the other, not larger than a 
Hazle-Nut. But, we obſerv'd the Bladder, it 
ſelf, fo ſhrivePd up, and its Membranes fo 
thin withal, that in all my Life, I never ſaw 
a blown Bladder ſo tranfparent, nor could it 
ſcarce bear to be touch'd, without tearing, 
which made me greatly wonder, that the 
Weight of the Stones, did not break thoſe 
fine and capillary Fibres, that compos'd its 
Membranes. From this Example, I think, 
it is evident, that the Bladder, as well 
as other Parts, is ſubject to decay; and, 
whatever may be ſaid in ſupport of the 
Serum, giving ViſcidneG to the Urine, 
(Which, certainly, in its natural State, it ne- 
ver can do, becauſe we never fee any ſuch 
Effects m it) yet, I am ſure the Bladder did 
afford a Share of the congcaling Matter, or, 
elſe, whence came ſuch a Conſumption of 1ts 


Parenc aa; Indeed, ſome Authors, of no mean 
Credit 


the Gravel and Stone. 
Credit, aver, that, in Impoſtumations of 
the Breaſt or Empyema's, it is no unuſual 
Thing for purrulent Matter to be tranſlated 
to the Kidnies, and to paſs off by Urine. 
But, tho? I ſhall ingeniouſly confeſs, 1 never, 
my ſelf, knew ſuch a Caſe to happen in my 
practice; and have only the Authority of 
ſome eminent Gentlemen, deliver'd in their 
Writings to ſupport this Af tis of tranſla- 
ting ſuch groſs Matter by unknown Veſſels to 


the Kidnies, yet ( granting the Poſlibility of 


ſuch a Tranſlation ) rarely can any Pus be 
amanded,to the Kidnies, from any Part: but, 
that, ſome Sympt ms previouſly indicating an 
Apoſteme 3 in thoſe Parts, by diligent Appli- 
cation may be obſerv'd, a] then we ſhall no 
longer need be petplex d with this Difficulty, 
ziz. Whether it comes from the Breaſt, or 

other Parts, or directly from the Kidnies, or 
Bladder. It is a common diſtinctive Sign, ta- 
ken notice of by moſt Authors, treating of 
Stone and Cholick, that the former i is always 
eaſieſt upon a full Stomach, and the latter 
worſe, but, 1 have obſervd quite the Re- 
verſe, and that a certain Perſon; labouring 
under the Stone in the left Kidney, could ne- 
ver be eaſy after a plentiful Feeding; When 
the Stone 1s large and rough, it often puts the 
Patient to extreme Torture, ſtretching hin! 
2S ON a Rack, and grating upon the nervous 
Trnicle of the Bladder; may convulſe its 
K 2 Sphin⸗ 
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Sphincter Muſcle, and be the Cauſe of great 
Inconveniencies. Hence follows a Suppreſſi- 
on of Urine, which continuing long, heats 
the Body, to which ſucceeds Fevers of the 
Inflammatory Kind, troubling the Spirits 
with Deliriums, Phrenſies, and great Thirſts; 
the Body becomes all over bloated, and the 
Legs Pit. Under theſe diſmal Circumſtances, 
nothing can relieve him from certain Death; 
but a free Paſſage to the Urine. It being the 
Opinion of Galen, and ſeyeral other learned 
Men, fince his time, that no Man was ever 
able to endure a total Suppreſſion of Urine 
above Fourteen Days. The Diagnoſticks 
that attend the Gravel are the ſame with 
thoſe that accompany the Stone : and what 
hath been ſaid in tracing out the Symptoms 
of the one, may equally be applied in diſcry- 
ing thoſe of the other; only, obſerve, that 
in calculous Caſes, the Pains are always more 
grievous and intolerable. In the latter, Gra- 
vel always appears in the Urine, and adheres 
to the ſide of the Urinal, ſometime before 
any Pain ſhall give Diſturbance to the Parts. 
Beſides, when Gravel is only in Pault, 
great Loads of Sand ſhall croud the Urine, 
and be excern'd with it in the Paroxiſm, 
which is otherwiſe in the Stone, for then the 
Urine is Limpid, Clear, and Watery. Some- 
times the Wind affects the Bowels, at the 
ſame time that Gravel diſturbs the Kidnies; 
Which 
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__ which complies moſt oat may be 
| calbd the Stone Cholick. 


LASTLY; it is no uncommon Thing for 
the Gout to leave its proper Manſion the 
Limbs, and wander up into the Stomach, and, 
ſometimes, in its Peregrinations, may fall up- 
on the Rid nies or Bladder, and there excite 
the ſame Symptoms, tho' milder, than what 
is uſval in the Stone. When the Gout at- 
tacks either Kid nies, or Bladder, in the Be- 
ginning, the Pain is rather uneaſy than tor- 
menting, but ſometime after it rages with 
greater Violence, as in the Stone; and, in- 
ſtead of Sand, which always accompanies the 
Gravel, there appears in the Urine, a White 
Tophacious Pouder, not unlike prepared Co- 
ral; and I look upon this to be the only ma- 

terial Diſtinctive Sign to judge of the Gout 
n the Kidnies, or Bladder, from the Stone, 
or Gravel lodg'd in either. 
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SECT. VAL 


Of the Prognaſticks. 


SHALL Cloſe this Part with an Examina- 
A tion of the ſeveral Prognoſticks, which 
indicate what will be the Fate of the Patient, 
under the preſent Circumſtances. I look up- 
on all, or moſt Paroxiſms, of Stone, or Gra- 
yel, whether in Kidnies or Bladder, ariſing 
without any evident Cauſe, to be only the Ef- 
forts of Nature's Endeavours, to unburthen 
her ſelf of that Load, that oppreſſes her. 
The Prognoſticks, therefore, muſt be taken 
from the different Force the Symptoms put 
on, when they do appear, the Interyals of 
Time, they diſcontinue their Appearance, 
and the greater or leſſer Impreſſions they 
make upon the Conſtitution of the Patient. 
It is the Opinion of Hippocrates that Chil- 
dren and Young People are more ſubject to 
Stone and Gravel in the Bladder, and thoſc 
more advanc'd in Years, to both, in the Kid- 
- nies. The old Man apples Calc Heſſice to 
Children, and in = 31 Aphoriſm to the 
ſame Book, he uſes Nephritides, to expreſs 
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the Gravel and Stone. 
it in People more ripe in Years; But, how- 
ever, this might be in the Times of Hippo- 
crates, and in the Climate under which he 


liv'd; Iam ſure, the contrary appears in our 


Days, but too evident to want any Proof to 
ſupport it; For, I believe, for one Child or 
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Boy, that ſuffers under this afflicting Malady, 


you ſhall obſerve five Men or Women labour- 
ing under the ſame evil; tho", indeed, Wo- 
men are not {9 naturally addicted to the Ge- 
neration of Stone or Gravel, as Men are; as 
appears manifeſtly from the few that are Cut 
for the Stone of the former; in compariſon 
of the latter, becauſe the Urinary Paſſage being 
freer and more open, in that Sex than in Men, 


Bladder, before they arive to any conſidera- 
ble Greatneſs. The Stone ſeated in either 
Part is a grievous Malady, and, if Heredita- 
ry, is by all judged incurable, it may admit 
of Palliation, and ſome conſiderable Relief 
may be given, for ſome time to the Miſerable, 
by proper Medicines : But, even Section, in 
this Caſe, will not avail him more, than, for 


ſometime, to Privilege him from his Torture. 


It will generate again, and in Time, arive to 
as great or greater Bigneſs than before: and 
this ſecond Attempt, to extract it by Secti- 
on, ( ſhould the unhappy Patient be endued 
with that firmneſs of Courage and Reſolution 
neceflary to undergo it) will be attended

_ diſcharges all ſmall Stones and Gravel from the 
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with more Danger, from the Calloſity they 
may be oblig'd to cut near, or perhaps upon. 
By Reaſon of the Symptoms, that attend, in 
ſome, it is worſe than in others, for where 
the Stone is large, rough, and unequal, there 
it brings great Torment and Miſery to the 
Patient. If the Aſperities, or Motion of the 
Stone ulcerate the Kidnies, it is a dangerous 
Sign, creating great Torture, cutting Pains, 
Fevers, Convulſions, Lethargies, great Weak- 


neſſes, with a total Suppreſſion of Urine, 


and if theſe Symptoms continue, obſtinate- 
ly, to evade the Force of the beſt Remedies ; 

all hopes of Recovery, in a little time, mil 
vaniſh. The ſame racking Diſorders I have 
obſery'd to attend a Stone in the Blad- 
der, but rarely did I ever know the Patient 
recover, eſpecially, if he was advanced in 
Years. Indeed, one particular Inſtance I can 
give, of a Perſon that labour'd under all the 
above mention'd Symptoms, which was my 
Father, and yet recover'd after he was above 
ſixty, and had ſuffered under a total ſuppreſ- 
ſion of Urine for nine Days. It is a better 
Sign, if a thin pale Urine attend the Pain 
in the Beginning, afterwards, it grows thick

I was preſent at 
the opening of a Gentleman, who died of 
the Stone; and we examin'd, with all Dili- 
gence, both the right Kidney and Bladder, 
but found no Appearance of any Stone, or 
E ſcarce Gravel in either, but preſſing my Fin- 
ger upon the Bladder, near its Neck, I felt, 
in the Ureter, about its oblique Inſertion, 
a large Stone, near of the Bigneſs of a Filbert, 
which, when we took out, was all Bloody, 
and the Sinus we took it from, had near a 
E Spoonful of the ſame in it, and, it is remark-

able, that five days before he died, he urin'd 
ncar three Spoonfuls of Bloody Urine, with 
E fome little Knots of Real Blood in it. I have 
many times obſervd, that when the Pain 
| hath been moſt ſharp, afflicting, and of long 
| Continuance, that a Delirium hath ſeiz d the 
| Patient, and had not Nature, beyond Ex- 
pectation, aſſiſted in removing the Obſtructi- 
on, the unfortunate Patient had inevitably 
bot his Life. It portends well to the Patient, 
when Plenty of Sand or Gravel crouds the 
| Urine, and all the Symptoms grow milder, 
When the Paroxiſms begin to croud in upon 
one another, and daily vex him with their 
Orturing Symptoms; the ſooner he ſubmits 
to "the 9 of Lythotomy the better, 
eſpeci- 
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eſpecially, it he find no relief from Medicines, 
With reſpe& to the Magnitude, or Number 
of Stones, that is alſo of great Importance, 
all Stones the leſs they be the ſafer, and tho 
there be Numbers, if they be ſmall, it is bet- 
ter, and this is verified in Reſpect of Section. 
Large Stones are ever dangerous, and the 
Obligation we are under to inlarge, in Litho- 
tomy, the Orifice of the Wound, according 
to the Magnitude of the Stone, ders this 
Opinion ſtill more dangerous. Let the 
Stone be never ſo great, if it be of a friable 
britliſh Nature, the Patient not abounding 
with groſs Humors, not advanc'd in Years, 
nor worn out with Nephritick Paroxiſms, of 
a ſtrong Conſtitution, by proper Medicines, 
it may be diſſolved. But, a Stone that is 
wrap up in a Capſule, and adheres to the 
Membrana Veſſice, as 1 once ſaw to happen, 
is not to be medled with, and exceeding 
large, hard, poliſh'd, Stones, come under 
the ſame Predicament, and cannot ſafely be 
undertaken by either Pharmacy or Ly thoto- 
my. It is more eaſy to extract Stones from 
Women than Men. If much Pus be voided 
with the Urine, and a ſtimulating Pain 11 
either the Groines, or Region of the Loins, 
ſuch Symptoms indicate an Ulcer in the Par 
affected, that is, in either the Kidnies or Blad. 
der, and may be concluded dangerous, tho 


Wounds or Ulcers in the Kidnies, or Bu 
der 


der are not mortal, unleſs in Old Men, or 
thoſe of a bad Habit of Body. -When the 
Paroxiſm ariſes from overmuch Action, Mo- 
tion or Riding, it is not dangerous, unleſs 
the Stone Change 1ts Seat into a worſe, and 
then the Detriment may greatly diſturb the 
Patient. If the Stone in the Bladder, be fo 
large as not-to be able to paſs the Urethra, 
the beſt Remedies having been us'd in vain, 
Lythotomy 1s the only Relief the Patient can 
expect, which Operation he may very ſafely 
undergo, provided an Inflammation or Gan- 
green of the Bladder, does not ſucceed the 


Wound made for the Extraction of the Stone. 


A Stone in the Kidney, larger than can paſs 
the Ureter, will, in time, kill the Patient, if 
not diſſolved, no Chyrurgical Means being 
of any Service in this Caſe; becauſe, what- 
ever ſome may pretend concerning Nephro- 
tomy, or cutting in the Kidney for the Ex- 
traction of the Stone, it is a moſt dangerous, 
if not a deadly Attempt; and, therefore, 


ought not to be undertaken by any who va- 


lne their Reputation : For in the Perfor- 
mance of this dangerous Operation, the 
Operator is oblig'd to cut into the Back, 
and ſo thoro' the Great Muſcles, and Veſ- 
ſels, and ſo to proceed through that Load 
of Fat that immediately covers the Kidney ; 
anc, laſtly, to cut into the Subſtance of the 
Ridney it ſelf, and extract the Stones, or 

| fy Mu- 
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Mucous which indicated this Operation ne- 
ceſſary. But, I ſee not how this great Ope- 
ration can be perform'd without ſuch mani- 
feſt Hazard, as no Man that values his Re- 
putation or Conſcience will undertake. And, 
as I never did hear but of one Caſe where the 
Operator ſucceeded, and the Patient Reco- 
verd, fo, I think, I cannot do better than 
conclude this Section, and Part with a Rela- 
tion of that Matter, and the ingenions Rea- 
ſonings conſequent thereupon.

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SED Teobpori mutantur and; tis no Crime, 
now, to Quack it for Advantages and turn 
Empirick for Profit, we have ſo many brave 
Men, and ſome, thoſe of Character and Note 
too, to bear us out in this Practice, thoſe that 
may be aſnam'd to impoſe their ſpecifick Ar- 
cana's upon the credulous World, and vend 
them after ſuch a Quacking Manner, for ſuch 
xtravagant Prices. This covetous Temper, 
in Phyſicians, is not only a downright Affront 
to the Profeſſion, but a leſſening of their Dig- 
nity, and r ves the Cenſure of that noble 
College, theſe unworthy Gentlemen have the 
Honour to be Members of. In vain do they 
ſtigmatize Quacks and Empiricks with op- 

i probrious 
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probrious Names, while themſelves, by their 
Actions, are guilty of the ſame Facts they 
condemn in others. Not that I wopld have 
Gentlemen of the Faculty neglect that pro- 
per Means for the Support of a handſome 
Maintenance, neither would 1 debar the Ho- 
nourable Profeſſors, from thoſe Advantages 
that ought to accrue in Practice. As in Di- 
vinity, ſo in Phy ſick, the Labourer is worthy 
of his Hire: And that great Expence, and 
Charge, that is requir'd to qualify a Phy ſici- 
an, makes it neceſſary, that an Allowance for 
his Advice be conſider'd; and unleſs a Re- 
gard be had to a plentiful Way of Living, 


What Gentlemen would be ſo infatuated, as 
to educate their Children in a Profeſſion that 


would not - countervail their Coſts and La- 
bour? and, How unreaſonable would it be, 
that they, of all Men, ſhould be neglected and 
diſregarded, whoſe daly Buſineſs: was to re- 
lieve the Miſeries of Mankind? All I would

mas, Right Worſhipful, &c. ſnould give Um- 
brage and Countenance to fuch Deluſions; 
and ſuffer by the Inſinuations of thoſe deſpe- 
rate Fellows, to the Shame and Diſgrace of 
Men of Honour and Credit in the Art. The 


the utmoſt Care and Warineſs, and, the 
greateſt Judgment well to manage its Fits, 
and to remove the Symptoms, and as the 
Conſtitution . varies, ſo muſt there be, a Va- 
riety of Applications alſo. Some Conſtitu- 
tions require the moſt Spiritous Liquors to 
keep it from the Brain and Stomach; and 
Plenty of theſe ſhall be of great Service. 
Others, I have known, to —— a Glals of 
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Wine would be preſent Death; it would fret 
and inflame the whole Maſs of Blood and 
Spirits, and put all Nature into a Ferment. 
Beſides, a Conſideration is always to be had 
to the Age of Patients; which this celebra- 
ted Author has made no Proviſion for; but 
blindly puſhes on this Specifick Elixir, as a 
general Remedy, or, rather, as a general 
Deſtruction to Mortals. But the Tragedy is 
ſtill to follow. A Lady of my Acquaintance, 
having heard great Commendations in the 
Publick Prints, of thoſe famous Sugar Plumbs 
for the Worms, ſold at the Anodine Neck- 
lace, and compogd by the ſame Author, had 
an itching Inclination to take ſome of them, 
ſhe took but three ( and, by the Way, ſne 
had Directions to take five) and in leſs 
than half an Hour, ſhe was ſeizd with a 
terrible Trembling and Faintneſs, to which 
ſucceeded a Dizzineſs and Conſternation of 
her Spirits; immediately after ſhe ſwounded. 
Her Eyes were convuls'd, and the Whites 
turn'd up; her Mouth diſtorted, and drawn 
ade, her Hands and Feet, her Head and all 
the Extremities of her Body were ſeazd 
with cold Sweats ; to which ſucceeded a Stif- 
neſs, as if Dead! O God! That ſuch dread- 
ful Symptoms ſhould ariſe from the taking a 
few innocent Sugar Plumbs, and in a leſs 
Quantity than uſual, given to thoſe of her 
Ne. At aer ſhe vomited, before the 
Mer- 
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Mercurial Poiſon had put an entire Stop to 
the Springs of Nature; and, after much 
Languiſhing, ſhe recover'd; but, for near a 
Quarter of a Vear, her Mouth and Jaws were 
ſo fore, her Teeth fo black and looſe, that 
ſhe was not able totake any Thing but Li- 
quids for her Nouriſnment. And, fo 1 leave 
my Gentleman's Medicines ; and; thoſe to 
make the next Experiment, that have a 
Mind, either to hazard their Lanes: or ruin 
their Conſtitutions. e 


11 Rai oMere's, daddy hea time of my 
Practice, that the — Remedies applied to 
the ſame. Caſe, and, as far as I could conje- 
cure, to Perſons little differing in Conſtitu- 
tion, yet have not always producd the ſame 
Effects. Nay, the ſame Medicine that re- 
lieved a Perſon at one time, ſhall fail of Suc- 
ceſs, ſometimes, at another. And, ſo lone, 
as the Symptoms of Diſeaſes ſhall vary, and 
Conſtitutions; differ, ſo long we will be un- 
der a Neceſſity of Vas Werten of aig 
cations. 


* T, to leave this Digreſſion, and turn the 
Thread of my Diſcourſe more to our preſent 
Purpoſe. T here is not any Diſeaſe among 
Mortals, in which, 1 believe, more Speci- 
ficks have been pr tended, than i in this of the 


Stane, and, if ever a Specifick. Medicine be 
ne- 


neceſſary in any Diſeaſe, moſt certainly in 
this; and, we can never too much regret the 
Want of a certain, ſafe, ſpecifick Remedy, 
that might give Relief and Eaſe, to the Pati- 
ent lying under the racking Torture of its 
Symptoms: But, then if we ſeriouſly conſi- 
der the Nature of the Malady, the Hardneſs 
of the Stone, Tenderneſs of the Parts, Weak- 
neſs of the Patient, it may be, ſadly broken 
and worn out by Reaſon of the Violence of 
Nephritick Paroxiſms ; and then again, if we 
be further attentive to the Buſtle and Diſor- 
der, that muſt neceſſarily ariſe from ſuch a Me- 
dicine, tumultrating with the Stone, in order 
to the breaking of its Texture, we ſhall have 
Reaſon to conclude, that, ſuch a Remedy, will 
not be, but with great Difficulty, if ever, at- 
tainable, in this Diſeaſe.

Secondly, It muſt paſs and repaſs with the 
circulating Fluids, thoro? the various Mean- 
ders they make round the Body. And, Laſt- 
ly, Being in Part conveyed to the Kidnies, it 
muſt retain a Force ſufficient to break a ſolid 
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ns Stone, and Diſſolve, or Crumble it into ſmall 
ci- Sands (either in the Kidnies or Bladder ) to

* a Bleſſing to Mortals, (for I do believe ſuch a 
1 Remedy to exiſt in the Nature of Things, 
ll ſo we ſhall remain under a Neceſſity of form- 
0 ing ſuch Rules in Cure, as will be moſt agree 


1 able to the Conſtitution of the Patient, and 
ö Symptoms then preſſing him. Being in Com- 
i pany with a Gentleman, lately come from his 
4 Travels, and diſcourſing upon the Nature 
* of this Diſeaſe, he gave me to under ſtand, 
ik That, in his Travels, he had found a moſt 
certain, ſafe, and infallible Remedy, that 
would give moſt fure Relief, and intirely 
cure this Diſtemper under all its Ailments. 

Againſt the Matter of this Remedy he ſo 
much boaſted of, 1 objected the Difficulty 
of its Operation, and the Danger that 
would attend ſuch a Buſtle and Commotion, 
as would be neceſſary for breaking the 
Texture of ſome hard Stones.

Indeed, ſo teſolute was he, in Defence of bis 
Specifick, ſo bold and poſitive in the Certain- 
ty of its Operation, in Point of Cure, that 
had but the Half of what he advanc'd, in 
Defence of its Efficacy, been- certain, we 
might, with Reaſon, have believ'd, Tbat an 
Angel from Heaven bad been employ d in dif: 
pencing the Medicine, and that the unerring 
Word had given it Power. But, I will plain- 
Iy prove, in the Sequel of thisMiſcourſe, that 
there never was ſuch a Specifick, as was not 
liable to great and many Inconveniencies: 
And, granting the moſt that any Empirick 
can detire, That a univerſal Specifick ſhould 
be born, and come from the Womb of our

Tim'd, as to the Fits, and very often (what 
is of great Conſequence ) not being join'd 
with proper aſſiſting Remedies ; for Want of 
which Management, many Times, it ſhall be 
ſo far from Curing Agues and intermitting 
Fevers, (moſt excellent in which Caſes when 
$kilfully adminiſter'd,) that its Uſe, continued 
for any Time, ſhall greatly diſorder their 
Fits, and ſtrike the Diſtemper upon the 
| Nerves, mimicking other Diſeaſes more dan- 
gerous and fatal to the Conſtitution of the 
Patient, than thoſe it was given to remove . 
and prevent. I have often wonder d at hear- 
ing the diſmal Complaints of many People 
againſt this innocent and inoffenſive Remedy;

and Vogue, in the learned. World, begins, 
now, to be under a moſt ſenſible Decline. 
Unhappy Fate of the heſt of Medicines ! to 
give Way to thoſe that ſhall ſucceed, accor- 
ding to the Humor and Caprice of a giddy 
World. Its Virtues now are drawn upon the 
Stage, and People begin to queſtion, whe— 
ther it truly cures the Diſeaſe, or only ſhifts 
the Scene, in order to appear afterwards 
with greater Miſery to the Patient. Many 
think it flings the Diſtemper upon the Bones, 
and others will tell you, it excites Rheuma- 
tiſms in the Limbs, and other Parts, and 
crowds the Body with Obſtructions. But, 
theſe Inconveniencies, and dangerous Effects, 
it is charg'd with, never happen, but when 
People have the Misfortune to fall under bad 
Hands. All is not Gold that gliſters, and a 
gilt Chariot, and Pompous Retinue, are not 
the only Qualiſications that indicate an able 
Phy ſician. A bold, and daring Ignorance, may 
be crowded under the Luſtre of theſe Ap- 
pearances, and gain, in the World, an Eſteem

themſelves. know a Seni of the Fa. 
culty, that bears the greateſt Sway of any 
Phyſſcian in the City, that gave no ſmall 
Blow to the Reputation of the Feſuits-Bark. 
He being ſent for, to viſit a certain Merchant, 
not fat from Thame-ſtreet, then labouring un- 
der a dangerous Pleuritick Fever, and per- 
ceiving a Remiſſion, ( not an lntermiſſon,) 
immediately preſcribd the Bark, in Bolus's, 
to be taken every Four Hours. Curſed Pra- 
Rice ! The Patient had not taken Four, be- 
fore his Breath grew ſhort, his Fever was 
heighten'd, Pain increas'd, his Cough lock'd 
up, a weak Pulſe, and all the other Symptoms 
ipdicated Death near at Hand. O Gods! 

That ſuch a mortal Error ſhould be commit- 
ted by his Eminency, ſo highly repugnant to 
| Reaſon, and the Laws of Practice. But, this 
unfortunate Gentleman had a better Fate, 
than to fall a Sacrifice to his Ignorance, nor, 
continued he, long, under this calamitous Dif- 
aſter ; for, having good Friends, and a plenti- 
ful Eſtate, he immediately ſent for the Ho- 
nourable Dr. Ratclif, then alive; who coming, 
and finding what was done, charg d this emi- 
nent Doctor with downright Murder; telling 
him, that ſuch a Blunder was unpardonable, 
in an old Nurſe, bid him hold his Peace,orders 
the Patient to Bleed immediately, then a Pe-

To conclude this Section, as I am ac- 
quainted with no peculiar Specifick, fo I have 
taken Care not to obtrude any infallible No- 
ſtrum, of my own, upon the World: But, 


if there be, in Nature, a Univerſal Diſlolvent, 
that can ſpecifically cure this Diſeaſe, and re- 
move all that Variety of Symptoms, that cru- 
elly vex the afflicted ; let us all, with one | 
Accord, invoke the Supreme Author of Na. 
ture, that he, who governs the World, and 
diſpoſes of all Mortal Events, would be 
pleas'd to direct the Genius of ſome Fayou- 
rite Son, to the finding out this ineſtimable 
Secret.

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eA Regulation of the Non-Natarals. 


N Point of Cure, the Phyſician's Care 

ought, firſt, and chiefly, to be employ'd 
about a right Management of the Non-natu- 
rals; which, co-operating with proper Me- 
dicines, may conduce to a very good End : 
And, I come now to conſider them under 
another Face of Things, than when I view'd 
them before; for then the great Debate was, 
how much their diſorderly Uſe, contributed 
Aſſiſtance to the being of the Stone in the 
Body, Now, how far their right Regulation 
may contribute, towards a Releaſement from 
that Thraldom; and, as their Abuſe does 
daily bring on great Damages, to the Conſti- 
tution, and are the Occaſion of many Diſ- 
eaſes; ſo, when rightly diſpos'd, and regula- 
ted, they are, commonly, of great Advantage, 
and, very often, of themſelves, contribute 
no ſmall Share, in helping forwards a ſucceſs- 
ful Cure. And, I think, their Influence is 
not more conſpicuous, in any Diſeaſe, than 
this of the Stone and Gravel. 
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As to the Air, that which is moderate, 
is, of all others to be prefer'd, but the Vari- 
ety, and Change, of this Element, in the 
Revolution of Time, will not ſuffer the Body, 

always, to enjoy one and the ſame Tranquil- 
lity. Extreams. of Heat, and Cold, will ſuc. 
cetd one another, as well as Day and Night, 
and vex the Patient with their different Ef— 
fects. In all unſeaſonable Weather, the Pa- 
tient ought well to regard his own Conſtitu- 
tion, and fix his Reſidence near ſome great 
Town, remarkable for a fine, clear, Balſa- 
mick Air. Let the Place of his Habitation, 
if poſſible, be free from great Woods, and 
high Mountains, in a plain Champion Coun- 
trey, not fenny, or abounding with ſtanding 
Springs, or great Lakes, which are apt to 
raiſe Miſts, or groſs Vapours, that may in- 
tercept che Balſamickneſs of this pure Ele- 
ment. In extreme Heats, it will be neceſſa- 
ry, that the Party continue, as much as poili- 
ble, under ſome ſhady Covering; and, let 
him take the Advantage of the Mornings and 
Evenings, for a Walk or Ride, if either be 
thought adviſeable. In Noblemens Houſes, 
they are very well provided, againſt the Ex- 
tremes of Heat and Cold, by their Cooling- 
Rooms and Baths, very frequent in Families 
of Diſtinction. Extreme Frigidity, rho? ex- 


cellently well agreeing with the Conſtitutions 
Py ene WH" x 
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of robuſt, ſtrong Bodies, yet to weakly, thin . 
People, and thoſe of a delicate Make, no- =. 
| thing brings greater Detriment to the Bodies 
2 of ſuch: And this is moſt evident in ſnowy 
4 Seaſons ; when the Fluidity in the Air is con- 1 
verted into a poſitive Nitre, and, by the cold | 15 
Blaſt, is ſhiver'd into Flakes of different Sizes, I 1 
which falls round the Neighbouring Parts. "A 
Perſons of nice Conſtitution, of thin, and 
tender Habit of Body, ſhall find great Incon- 
veniencies from ſuch Inclemencies of the 
Weather : And, I know no Way to remedy 
this extreme Coldneſs of the Air, at ſuch 
Times, but by keeping good Fires, in the 
Winter, and living much in the Houſe, eſpe- 
clally Old People. 


| In the Choice of Diet, great Regard ought 109 | 
to be had to the Conſtitution, and Cuſtom of WNT 
Bodies. Some, you may as well deprive them 
8 gy as preſcribe Rules, or Regimen, to 

m; their gluttenous Appetites plead Cu- 
xg againſt Preſcript. And, many, in this 


luxurious Age, have closd the Lamp of Life, 
. by irregular Living, before the natural Courſe 
. of the Oil was ſpent. Let a Phyfician plead, 
s never ſo much, the Dangerouſneſs of the Diet, 
. and the fatal Conſequences, it will, in Time, 
A bring upon the Conſtitution, yet, they will 


falve all with this Motto, It is what they it 
love, and they will ſooner dye, than forego 1 
K 4 it: 
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it: Glorious Martyrs to the Belly! Theſe, 

by their own Raſhneſs, and Strength of their 
inordinate Paſſions, in one Senſe, may be tru- 
ly ſaid, to dig their Graves with their Teeth. 
In Fleſh, I would admit a plentiful Diet of 
Mutton, Lamb in its Seaſon, Veal, Conies, 
Chickens, as alſo Pork, and young dig. The 
Turkey is not only an agreeable, but alſo, 
a nouriſhing Fleſh. Gooſe- Fleſn, Pidgeons, and 
all Wild Fowl, except Larks, and Birds of 
leſſer Size, 1 would have refrain; d; and, of 
theſe, he may eat, without Diſturbance. The 
Feet of moſt Quadrupedes, eſpecially great 
Heifers, make the beſt Jellies, and, are much 
better, and more nouriſhing, in this Diſeaſe, 
than the Jellies made of the Raſpings, or 
Shavings, of Harts-Horn : Beſides, they may 
be ſo order'd, as to afford a very ſavoury, 
nouriſhing Diet, proper for thoſe that labour 
under a Conſumption of the Bladder. And, 

| am acquainted with a Gentleman, who, for 
ſome Time, Dieting himſelf upon them, and 
Milk alone, ſeveral ways dreſsd, experienc'd 
erqat Benefit in an Ulcer of the Bladder. 


| Mit K and all that comes of Milk, except 
Cheeſe and Curds, affords excellent Nouriſh- 
ment; and, ſometimes, I am inclinable to 
think, the Cows Milk, warm from the Dugs, 
better than Aſſes Milk, unleſs the Patient be 


muck impair'd, by the Seyerity of the _ 
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the Stone. For, in all weak Conſtitutions, 
in aged People, and emaciated Bodies, the 
Aſſes Milk is certainly preferable, as being 
more thin, light, and eaſier of Digeſtion ; 
not containing ſo many Oily, Buttery, Parti- 
cles, to obſtruct its Entrance into the Lacteal 
Veſſels, as the former. But, in all ſtrong and

Some mightily ex- 
tol Champaign 3 but, that is only for thoſe 
that have golden Pockets, if they deſign to 
drink freely, and continue its Uſe for any 
Time. I remember, while I was in that 
Country, I heard but few Complaints of ei- 1 
ther Gravel or Stone; but, then the Rheu- wo || 
matiſm was as Endemical there, as the Scur- ll 
vy is here in England. All I ſhall ſay more, is, 
that Wines ſaturated with plenty of Spirits, 
beſt agree with Exgliſb Bodies. Poor Wines 
thin the Conſtitution by preying upon the 
Spirits, and make the Body look Meagre. I 
remember, I obſerv'd at Paris, the generality 
of the Common People, with very mean hal- 
low, thin Looks; while, the Gentry, for the 
moſt part, appear'd with jelly Countenances. 
And, the Reaſon given me, for this Diverſity 
of Complexions, was, that the one drank 
poor weak Wines, and the other, thoſe in- 
rich'd with a more plentiful Spirit.

while its doubtful, whether it be the Stone, 
or only Gravel, this will be a Means to diſco- 


ver the Truth: For, let any Perſon that 1 
troubled with what he ſuppoſes the Stone, 
ride ten Miles upon a hard Trot, or Hand- 

Gallop; if it be the Stone in the Kidnies, he 


ſhall perceive a yery numbing Pain to ſeize 
him,

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him, which aſcending ſhall affect the Stomach 
with a Vomiting. Now, tho” the ſame incon- 
veniency happens, alſo, in the Gravel, yet, 
ſeldom does the Diſorder laſt, fo long, as 
when the Stone is in Fault; beſides, Vomit- 
ing is not ſo uſual, but in the Stone, Vomit» 
ing is not only inſeperable, but the Sym- 
W ptoms, very often, continue two or three 
Pays, and ſometimes longer, before the hur- 

ry isappeasd : Add, That in the Stone, af- 
ter Riding, a crude, limpid, clear, watry 
- Urine is commonly excern'd without any Se- 
diment, unleſs any Parts be lacerated by the 
Exceſſiveneſs of the Motion, and then the 
Urine becomes Bloody. But, in Caſes of the 
Gravel only, a thick groſs Sediment always 
accompanies the Urine after Riding. If the 
Defect be in the Bladder, the Symptoms are 
all more grievous, with a certain Weight 
upon the Pirenæum, and very often the much 
making of Bloody Urine ; and the Stone, ma- 
ny Times, grating againſt the nervous Coat 
of the Bladder, may excite a Strangury, by 
conyulſing the SphinQer Muſcle. But, if Gra- 
vel, only, be in the Bladder, the Urine is 
thick, turbid and fandy, as in the Kidnies. 
In Caſes of the Gravel only, much Riding is 
certainly of great Service, and its the beſt 
Exerciſe in the Management of a good Me- 
dicine, for it does greatly promote and help 
forward its Operation. Of all things, let me 
ad viſe 


adviſe every Perſon, who, either. is troubled, 
or do find in his Diſpoſition a Tendency is 
vouring either Stone or Gravel, to avoid 
Bowling as a moſt pernicious Exerciſe: for, 
the bending of the Body, and the Streſs that 
is put upon thoſe Parts, upon the Caſt of the 
Bowl, does greatly damage thoſe ſubject to 
this Diſeaſe; and all ſtooping Exerciſe does 
not only retard the Cure, but greatly pro- 
mote the Generation of Gravel. For, the 
Nerves, Veins, and Arteries, of thoſe Partz, 
being ſomewhat relaxed, in a ſtooping Po- 
ſture, retards the Secretion of the Urine in 
the Kidnies, and gives Advantage for the 
Urinous Recrements to ſettle in the Pelvs; 
and, tho? it may be objected, that a fitting 
Poſture hath the ſame Inconvenience ; yet, | 
may Anſwer, that in a ſitting Poſture there is 
neither that ſtooping, nor that Force put 
upon the Parts, as in Bowling, 


To this of Exerciſe, I muſt ſubjoyn the Uſe 
of cold Bathing ; Dr. Fuller ranks it among 
his Gymnaſtichs, and lays great Streſs upon it 
in the Cure of many Diſeaſes, but, ef. pecially, 
the Hypocondria. Sir John Hoyer, has writ 
a whole Treatiſe upon the Advantage of 
cold Immerſion ; and, Dr. Baynard ſeconds 
him upon the ſame Subject. Both prove it 
bighly ſeryiceable to the Body, labouring un- 


der various Diſeaſes. Indeed, I mult fay,

have my ſelf experienꝰd great Benefit from 
it, in an Indiſpoſition, occaſion d by the loſs 
of Friends; I had little hopes of ever reco- 
vering. Mr. Wainewright, in his Mechanical 
Account of the Non- -naturals, tells us, That 
nothing more certainly gives eaſe, and effe- 
&nally promotes the paſſing of Stones in a 
Nephritick Fit, than warm Bathing. And, 
Cold Bathing, to my certain Knowledge, is 
not leſs efficacious in preventing the return of 
the Fits, if it be frequently follow'd. The 
Cold Bath acts upon the Solids by bracing or 
contracting all the Fibers of the Body, and 
the more ſuddenly it is apply'd, the more vi- 
olent is its Operation. It, alſo, hath its pe- 
culiar Influence upon the Fluids, by fuſing 
and diſſolving the viſcid Humors, and cau- 
ſing a plentiful Secretion of all the Juices ; 
ſo that, whoever is deſirous of experimen- 
ting the Uſefulneſs of the Cold Bath, in Caſes 
of the Gravel, it will be beſt in the Morning 
to plunge over Head, and to continue no 
longer in the Water, than he can well bear 
to hold his Breath under it, for it is the firſt 
Shock that gives the greateſt Contraction to 
all the Muſcular Parts, whereby the Veſſels 
are reſtored to their due Tenſity, and Firm- 
neſs; and all Grave], from the Kidnies, Pel- 
vis and Bladder, with the Urine, is evacuated. 
So that while we are certain it is only Gra- 
vel, the Cold Bath is of ſingular Service.

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But, after it is arrived to a confirm'd Stones 
and larger than can paſs the Urinary Paſſages, 
] believe, the uſe of this Exerciſe will be 
better let alone, for it can only raiſe a great 
Diſturbance, without being able to produce 
any good Effects. 


Iwo p adviſe no Gentleman, or per- 
ii ſon, labouring under this Malady, to ſleep 
= above fix Hours, or ſeven, at the fartheſt,

my. Dulneſs of the Mind, Melancholy, 
too much Thoughtfulneſs, long Watchings, 
and much Study are all to be laid aſide, when 
any Symptoms appear that indicate either 
Stone or Gravel; for theſe feral Paſſions, 
as they may be a. Cauſe, ſo certainly, 
they may greatly hinder the Cure, and 
obſtruct the Operation of the beſt Medicines, 
ſo far, that they ſhall not be able to confeſs 
their Vertues.

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no mean Efficacy. For this vivifying Paſſion, 
induces ſuch a Pleaſingneſs to all the Spirits, 
cauſes ſo agrecable a Barmony in all the Hy 
mors; that ſo long as it continues, ſo long 
the Tranquility of the Spirits, and Welfare 
of the Body, are admirably well provided for, 
This pleaſing Pleaſingneſs, by contracting the 
Fibres of the Solids, gives a gentle, tho' 
ſwifter than ordinary Motion to all the Fly- 
ids, augments the Secretion of the Animal

In ach a Cale. would not be 
a-miſs, to imploy the moſt able Advice, for 
his better Satisfaction; for, certain it is, that 
while this Diſeaſe 1s in its Embrio, or only a 
generating, by a right Regimen and proper 
Applications, it may eaſily be removed, which 
cannot ſo well be effected; when length of 
Time, and the Accumulation of much Grz- 
vel hath damag d the Texture of the Rena!

Such a 
Heterogeneous Inverſion of a Medicine, muſt 
induce new Inconveniencies, by augmenting 
the Hurry, and Diſorder of the Spirits, al- 
ready too great for the miſerable Patient to 
ſtruggle with, Sometimes it happens, that a 
Stone in the Bladder, moving from Part to 
Part, may, accidentally, fall upon the Neck, 
and be the Cauſe of 'a total Suppreſſion of 
Urine, In this Caſe, Fernelius adviſes, to 
mount the Patient's Heels above his Head, 
and, by ſhaking the Body, fo inverted, may 
make the Stone deſcend from the Neck. This, 
| alfo, is the Advice of Riverius; but, I think, 
the Catheter, employ'd in thruſting the Stone 
from the Neck, is a more agreeable Way, and 
leſs incommodious, eſpecially, to a Perſon ly- 
ing under violent Pain, from a Stone lodg'd 
in the Neck of the Bladder: Not that I be- 
lieve the Stone in the Neck, always the im- 


mediate Cauſe of a Suppreſſion of Urine; for, 
it may happen, and, many Times, does fal 


out, that the Stone, or Gravel, grating up- 
on the Nervous Tunze of the Bidder; does 
ſo 
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ſo convulſe the Sphincter Muſcle, that not 
any Urine can be forced out. For, I remem- 
ber, being calbd to aſſiſt; in the Caſe of a 
young Gentleman laboufing under a total 
Suppreſſion : 3» preſcribd him ſeveral Medi- 
cines, agreeable in thoſe Caſes, both to eaſe 
his Pain, which was very violent, and to ha- 
ſten his Urine; but, not finding Succeſs to 
anſwer my Expectations, and his Priends he- 
ing poſitive, that the Stone, which certainly 


he had, was lodg'd in the Neck of his Blad- 


der, And was the ſole Cauſe of the Suppreſl- 
on; I then requeſted of them, that a Surgeon 


might be ſent for; to ſearch him; who, being 


come, and examining the Neck of the Bld. 
der, with his Catheter, aſſur'd me, that the 
Paſſage was ſecure, and free, only, that the 
Catheter made a little Reſiſtance at its enter- 


ing the Neck, and that the Stone lay near 


two Inches below, in the Cavity. Upon this, 
1 concluded, the Sphincter Muſcle was con- 
vulsd, and, accordingly, preſcrib'd the fol- 
lowing Medicines, which made him Urine in 


Sreat Plenty.

Years before the Birth of our Saviour, and 
was Cotemporary with Democratus, the Phi- 
loſopher; nor, do l limit it to the Times of 
Galen, who liv'd above fix hundred Years af- 
ter; but, I comprehend all that vaſt Space of 
Tink [A Hippocrates down to near the Mid- 

dle of the laſt Age, when the Circulation of 
the Blood began to dawn. For, it is certain, 
that the Practice of Phy ſick, in all its'Efſen- 
tials, was little different, in the Beginning of 
the laſt Century, from in the 
Times of Hippocrates and Galen; and, little 
Improvements were made, till the immortal 
Harvey appear'd upon the Stage, and demon- 
ſtrated the Circulation of the Blood, and the 
natural Courſe, and Secretion, of the ſeveral 
Juices round the Body. A Task that had long 
lain hid, from the Foundation of this Noble 
Art, *cill After-Ages ; and was, by a peculiar 
Providence, reſcry'd for the Diſcovery of that 
bd: Man.

For, if prove there ever was a Dif- 
ſolution of the Stone effected, (as I ſhall de- 
monſtrate many) it will be a ſtrong Argu- 
ment of the Poilibility of the Thing. It will 
prove the Matter poſſible, tho? not feaſible, to 
be done : But then,if we conſider their Times, 
and the Tractableneſs of the People under 
their Care, we ſhall have the leſs Reaſon to 
wonder, that their Succeſs,many Times, ſhould 
ſurmount our Credit.

Thing, formerly, for a Phyſician to enjoin a 


Preſcription a full Year, which ſeldom did fail 
in producing miraculous Effects, in Diſtem- 
pers, not only deſperate of Cute, but of a 
long Continuance, as to Time. Sennertut, a 

ſober Author, and, of no ſmall Eſteem in his 


Time, however his Voluminous Writings be 
diſregarded by the preſent Generation, gives 


us a Relation of a Maid he cur'd of a ſtubborn 
Leproſy, which had afflicted her many Yeats, 


whereby it might naturally be ſupposd, the 


Diſtemper was interwoven with the Conſti= 
tution : The whole Streſs of the Preſcription 
lay in Twelve Grains of Antimonium Dia- 
phoreticum, which ſhe took every Morning 
for a Twelve- month. And that celebrated 
Phyſician, L. Riverius, in this very Caſe I am

Tus much Sennertus, from which we 

may obſerve, that this Stone was diſſolvd 
much after the ſame Manner it was coagula- 
ted, for a little after he had taken the Me- 
dicine for the firſt Time, his Pains was ex- 
tremely racking, and he made a little Urine, 
and with it ſmall Scales or Strata's, which 


when touch'd, were refolv'd into Gravel, 


being: nothing hoy the Rinds of the Stone re- 


ſolwd, at ad, after he had continued the 
Uſe 


Uſe of this Medicine every fourth or fifth . 
Day, greater and greater Fragments and 
Rinds, of the Stone, came away in his Urine, 
which ſo exaſperated the Pain, that he was 
oblig d to uſe Anodynes, to keep the Sym- 
ptoms under, which he did with happy Suc- 
ceſs, and in the Space of ſeventeen Weeks, 
had the Happineſs to ſee himſelf entirely 
freed from this afflicting Malady. From this 
latter part of the Hiſtory, we may obviate 
the Reaſon, why many times ſimple Reme- 
dies do great Cures, in Diſtempers that have 
reſiſted Medicines of the greateſt Note. 
Here we obſerve the Preparation of the Sal 
Tart. of no effect in this Caſe, and yet cer- 
tainly, a noble Medicine; and that which 
curd two before, not able to give any conſi- 


derable turn in this third Caſe. But we muſt 


conſider, that want of Succeſs is not ſo often 
to be charg d upon the Fault of the Medicine, 
as the Impatiency of taking it; and, I queſtion 
not, but the Diſſolution of the Salt of Tartar, 
might contribute much towards the looſening 
the Texture of the Stone, and the other al- 
ſo of Horatius Augenius, and, had he conti- 
nued firmly and conſtantly to either of them, 
there had been no occaſion for a Change of 
the Medicines, but the former might have 
effected the diſſolution of the Stone, without - 
tne latter Additions. I could purſue the 
Reaſons ſtill more home, and extract from 
Authors 
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Compleat Treatiſe of 
Authors of unqueſtionable Credit, ſeveral

_ Age is not ſo frequently attended with Suc- 
ceſs, and why fo few People teceive Cure in 
Diſeaſes of the Stone and Gravel, conſider- 
ing the many Adyantages of Diſcoveries we 
enjoy above the Ancients. 


CERTAINxLVY, from the very Nature of this 
Propoſition, from the Diſcoveries we have 
made in this Noble Art, from the Advanta- 
ges we enjoy above the Ancients, upon whoſe 
Shoulders we ſtand; and from the Accurate- 
neſs of our Pharmacy; much more of Suc- 
ceſs, in Reaſon, ought to be expected in our 

Times, and from our Practice, not only in 
this Diſeaſe, but all others. But then, if we 
conſider the Ungovernableneſs and Untracta- 
bleneſs of the preſent Age, both in Point of 
Diet and Phyſick, what avails all our Diſco- 


veries; to what Purpoſe is the Advantages |

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we enjoy above the Antients, and what ſig- | 
nifies the Splendedneſs of our Pharmacy. 


INSTEAD of wondering why the Ante The Me: 
did ſo often ſucceed in the Cure of this Diſ- — 
eaſe, I have much more Reaſon tb wonder on as pra- 
how they could ever cure one ſingle Patient zctiſed by 
the Methods, by which they treated them, due Anci2 | 
were ſo prepoſterous, and contrary to the 
genuine Rules that ought to be admitted in 
Point of Practice. No ſooner had they re- | 
mov'd the Symptoms, and cleard the firſt 
Paſſages, with a Vomit or Purge; but, imme- 

diately, they fel] to Work with the moſt 
powerful Diureticks (no Regard being had to = 
the State of the Blood) which rarely did fail 
to hurry the Humors, as a Torrent; upon the 
Kidnies, which, coming with greater Vio- 
lence, and being ſecreted in larger Quantities 
than uſnal, did frequently excite Stranguries, 
cupprefſions of Urine, and Inflammations of 
thoſe Parts, by the Ac ed neſs and Sharpneſs 
of the Serous Lympha, vellicating the Nerves 
of the Pelvis, Ureters, and Bladder which 
Conſequences oblig'd them to deſiſt from 
their Uſe, *till they could remedy thoſe Sym- 
ptoms they were the Cauſe of; and, daily, 
perceiving that the ſtronger Diureticks did 
infer thoſe before-nam'd Grievances, they, at 
Long: run, began to diſeſteem them, as very 


hurtful, if not pernicious Medicines, and ne- 


P yet 
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ver proper in Practice, in Cafes of the Stone; 
eſpecially, where a Stone was already forn'd 
in the Bladder; and, therefore, inſtcad of 
an entire Cure, (only to be expected from 
the Uſe of the moſt powerful Diureticks,) 
they terminated their Endeavours how to oh. 
tain for the Patient a Remiſſion of his Pains, 
or Intermiſſion of the Paroxiſms, or, at moſt, 
a palliative Cure, and, that 1s no more, than 
a Releaſement for a while. And, if any was 
found fo Heroick in Diſpoſition, as to dare 
to venture upon Section, the Hazzards they 
run were ſo extreme, that it was as uncom- 


mon a Thing for one to recover, in thoſe 
Days, after the Operation, as it is now for 
one to die, if he have a skKilfal Lythotomiſt 


to perform the Work. And, I cannot but 
own it as my Opinion, that the little Succeſs 
the Moderns have met with, in Cure of the 
Stone and Gravel, is very much owing to 
their too ſtrictly adhering to the Mcthod of 
the Antients. 


IxpEED the Ingenious Frehtag, at the Cloſe 
of one of his Medicinal Epiſtles to Horſtius, 
putting the Queſtion, Why Succeſs docs not 
always attend the Event, in Diſeaſes of the 
Stone and Gravel? anſwers, That ſometimes 
the Stone it ſelf, ſometimes the Phy ſician, and 
many Times the Patients themſelves, are the 
Era Lets that fhinder a ſucceſsfu! oy

And, indeed, I may not deny, but that ſome 
Stones, frac the Compacted neſs of their 
Pores, being ſtrongly combin'd by their Salts, 
and of large Surfaces, and that Complication 
of other Diſtempers exiſting in the ſame Bo- 
dy, may concur to render the beſt Medicines; 
as well as Length of Time, of no Effect. Old 
Age is one great Lett; and, it is the Opinion 
E of both Hippocrates, and Avenzoar, that Quin- 
quagenarii and Sexagenarii ought to be given 
over as incurable : Tho? Mr. Conſtable, a Tay- 
lor, in Leather-Lane, was cur'd by Section, 
after he was Sixty Three Years of Age; and, 
was cut, by that dextrous, ingenious, and 
moſt expert Lythotomiſt Mr. Fern, at St. Tho- 
nas's Hoſpital. I was preſent my ſelf; and 
what is wonderful, he underwent the Opera- 
tion without an Oh! or, ſo much as a wry 
Face; and when the Operation was over; 
and a Stone taken from him, larger than a 
Pidgeon's Egg, the Attendants about him of- 
ferd him a Glaſs of Cordial, to revive his 
| Spirits, but he told them, he was no Ways 
diſturb'd, neither had he any Faintneſs upon 
him. 


Ho far the Phyſician may be frequently 
in Fault, I ſnall not preſume to determine; 
but, this am ſure of, he ought to be endued 
with an extraordinay Sagacity and penetra- 
ung judgment, to know nicely how to diſtin- 
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guiſh that Variety of Symptoms attending the 
Stone, or elſe, many Times, he will be lia- 
ble to dangerous Hazzards, and the Miſcar- 
riage, upon a Preſcription not hiting the 
Diſeaſe, may prove of fatal Conſequence. The 
Impatiency of the Patient, is a Conſideration, 
not of the leaſt Importance, and, in all Chro- 
nick Diſtempers, is moſt commonly one great 
Impediment in keeping back a ſucce ſoful Cure; 
for, how is it poſſible to imagine, that a Phy- 
ſician ſhould be able to make any conſiderable 
Altcrations in a Diſeaſe, if the Patient ſhall 
refuſe to ſubmit to thoſe Rules in the Non- 

naturalè, that, with a well conſtituted Courſe 
of Phy lick, might gain him a happy Freedom 
from his Diſeaſe. He cannot expect that a 
Phyſician ſhould cure him with a Glance, or a 
looking on, or, that the Feeling his Pulſe, and 
inſpecting his Urine, will remoye the Evil he 
labours under. I am ſenſible, many People 
expect V-onders from the Operation of one 
ſingle Medicine; and, unleſs Succeſs imme- 
diately anſwer the Preſcription, they are 
weary of taking the Medicine, and, at once, 
rejcct both the Phyſician, and his Remedies. 
We may obſerve the Courſe of the Ancient 
Method, quite the Reverſe of this Practice; 
ſcarce a Cure, of any conliderable Diſtempef, 
but what oblig'd the Patient to continue his 
Rules, and Mcdicines, a conſiderable Jime; 
ſometimes fix Months, ſometimes longer, and, 
| many 
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many Times, whole Vears. And, theſe Re- 

ſtraints of Nature they thought better to ſub- 
mit to, than to carry about them a Diſeaſe, 
or Infirmity, that made even Life it ſelf a 
Burthen. Phyſicians were moſt happy in thoſe 
Days, that had ſuch tra*table People to deal 
with, who thought no Regimen too difficult, 
no Courſe too long, to undergo, in reſtoring 
a good State of Health. And, I am the leſs 


ſurprizd, when I find, often, in their Works, 


wonderful Cures perform'd by them, that 
would paſs for Miracles in our Age. Beſides, 


if we ſappoſe a Diſtemper interwoven with 


the Conſtitution, and rivetted, as it were, in- 
to the very Vitals; how can we think it poſ- 
ſible to remove the Malady, without ſubju- 
gating the Patient to a Courſe of Medicine, 
that, in ſome Meaſure, may equal that Length 


of Time it hath been a generating? From 


which we may expect a happy Change, and 
by this only Method of Proceeding, retrieve 
a weak, ſickly, meagre, Habit of Body, to a 
brave, brisk, lively, active, and ſtrong Conſti- 
tution. And Ido not wonder to ſee ſo many 
Chronick Diſtempers, very often accompany- 
ed with acute Symptoms, abandon'd by both 
Phy ſiciays and Patients, as incurable, when! 
perceive People, many Times, ſo impatient 


under that Regimen neceſſary for their Re- 
cover). |

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Tus Antients laid the greateſt Streſs up- 
on the Non-naturals : and their Uſe proy'd 
J vilibly efficacious, in the Cure of moſt Diſ- 
caſes, that ſome were bold to aſſert, that 
a right Regulation of dem would cure all Diſ- 
tempers of the Body, without any further 
Aſſiſtance : And, 1 muſt, my ſelf, own fo far, 
that they were the beſt Helps, they could lay 
Hold of, to ſupply their Defect of Pharmacy, 
which was generally rude, and barbarous; 
and, moſt of their Medicines conſiſted of a 
Jamble, or confusd Hodge-Potch of Ingredi- 


ents, very ill put together, as may he ſeen in 
many of the antient Compoſitions. Bur, if 


noConlideration of preſent Miſery have Force 
enough, effectually, to ſtave off thoſe Irregula- 


rities, and vitious Courſes, that brought on 
the Diſtemper, but ſtill he will regale his Ap- 
petite, with Meats and Drinks, that make di- 
rectly for its Increaſe : ; hea: adieu to any 
Hopes of a Cure; for, it's equally as impoſſi 
ble the beſt Medicines ſhould have any good 
Effects upon him, as *tis poſſible to raiſe a 

Man already Dead. From what! have ſaid, 
think, it is very evident, that the little Suc- 
'Ceſs the Moderns have, in the Cure of this 
Diſeaſe, is owing, ſomerimes, to the Compact- 
edneſs of the Stone, other-whiles to the Ig- 
norance of the Phyſician, but, moſt chictly,

But, I think, in 
the former Propoſition, I have ſufficiently 
warded againſt any fuch vile Suggeſtion, by 
fixing the not anſwering of Succeſs, moſtly, | 
upon thoſe it, deſervedly, ought to reſt upon, | 
and that IS, the Paticnts themſelves. 


To handle this Propoſitian in every Point, 
will extend this Section to too great a Length;

cent, and they better capable of ſuffering 
than when length of Time, and the continu- 
al Violence of the Symptoms, ſhall make it 
dangerous to attempt an abſolute Cure. 


IN all Calculous Caſes, great is the Care 
and Circumſpection in the Cure, and great 
the Cure it ſelf, when really perfected. 


In the beginning, if a Redundancy of 
Blood appear in the Veſſels, I hold it not im- 
proper to begin the Cure with Phlebotomy, 
for, moſt certain it is, that nothing does ſo 
much further the Operation of Diureticks as 
Bleeding ; for it fuſes not only the Blood it 
ſelf, but the other Humors depending on it. 


Ar TER that Operation is over, if the 
Body be ſubject to a Coſtiveneſs, let gentle 
Catharticks be preſcrib'd.

Bo r, if purging Medicines prove impro- 
per, as ſometimes happen, in Bodies ſubject 
to great Heats, and Nervous Diſorders, in 
ſuch a Caſe we muſt have Recourſe to Oily 
Glyſters, to empty the Inteſtines of their 
Contents, and keep the Body ſoluble and 


cool, relieve the Inflammation of thoſe 


Farts, and make the Deſcent of Stones leſs 
1-1aful. After the Body is thus guarded, and 
2repared, againſt Accidents, we may then 
proczed to attack the Enemy in his Intrench- 
ments, and force him odt from his ſtrong 
Holds. In the Beginning it will be beſt to 
proceed very mildly, till we ſee whether the 
Stone will eaſily, and ſafely, paſs, or not. In- 


in the Kidnies, are of a ſoft, ſpongeous Na- 
ture, and their Sorfaces rugged, and uneven;

Original Being, from an overlax'd Tone in 
the Kidnies or Bladder ; fo, thoſe Remedies 
that act by braceing the Nerves of the 


aforeſaid Bowels, and reſtoring, the loſt or 
impair'd Tone, to their due Tenſity again, 


muſt be confeſsd to have a very great Influ- 
ence in the Cure of this Diſeaſe. Therefore, 
let the Patient obſerve, in the Uſe of this Ex- 
erciſe, ſuddenly to plunge in over Head; and 
to haſten out, as ſoon as he riſes with his. 
Head above Water again ; for, it is the firſt 
Shocks that give the greateſt Contraction to 
the Veſſels; and, by ſhortening our Stay in the 


Water, we, in a great Meaſure, prevent it 
from impreſling any of its relaxing Properties

Mr. Berisford, Stationer, in Marblane, on 
June 17, 1719, being grievouſly afflicted with 
an intolerable fixd Pain about the Region of 
his Loins, and in the Sixtieth Year of his 
Age, deſir d my Aſſiſtance. I came, and per- 
ceiving him very much diſorderd with the 
Violence of his Pain, had little to doubt, but 
that it was a confirm'd Stone in the Kidney. 
His Body was more inclin'd to theRight Side, 
from a Convnlſion of the affected Ureter. His 
Urine was pale, thin, and watry, and but lit- 
tle at Times. He attempted ſeveral Times 
to vomit, and, did once or twice bring up alit- 
tle poracious, green Bile. His Body was ſub- 
jet to be coſtive, and, he had a Fever, but 
it was only of the Symptomatical Kind, pro- 
ceeding from the Violence of the preceding 
Symptoms. 
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Eccplanation of the Caſe. 
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| NoruinG is more evident, than that the 
preceding Symptoms aroſe from theStone in 
the right Kidney ; for, at firſt, I was given to 
underſtand, that the Pain, two or three Days 
before I came to him, had been dull and hea- 
vy; and, feed, as he thought, weighty up- 
on his Loins hat, nom, Was become more ſe- 
Vere,

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vere, and raging, and was deſcended a little 
lower; which plainly indicated, that it was 
fallen into the Head of the Ureter, which, 
being more Nervous, very often ſuffers more 
ſenſible Affections from the unequal Surfaces 
of thoſe little Bodies. For, when ſeveral 
Corpuſcles are join'd, or link'd together, and 
form one Stone, if it be larger than can well 
paſs the Ureter, it creates deadly cutting 
Pains, and, many Times total Suppreſſions of 
Urine, which, at laſt, came to be our Caſe. 


Cure of the Symptoms. 


My chief Concern under theſe, then pre- 
ſent, Circumſtances, was, to conſider Two 
Things: Firſt, Whether I ought to attempt, | 
by Revulſion, to bring back the Stone again 
into the Cavity of the Kidney : Or, Secondly, 
I ſhould take the Advantage of this Motion, 
and help Nature in expelling, or impelling, it 
forwards into the Bladder. I endeayour'd to 
lay all the Dangers, and Advantages, both 
Ways, before me; and, after I had examin- 
ed the Reaſons on both Sides, I came to the 
following Reſolution : That it was moſt for 
his Advantage, to have it driven by the Ure- 

ter iato the Bladder. Firſt, I conſider'd, that 
no Medicines could perform the other Inten- 
tion, ualeſs Vomits, which were very impro- 
per for him that was under Torture; then, 
1 again, 
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again, if 1 ſhould have adviſed him to a Vo» 
mit, in the Intervals of his Pain, and it ſuc- 
coated accordingly ; yet, nothing was done 
for the Relief of the Patient. The State of 
the Diſeaſe was ſtill the ſame ; but, put the 
Caſe, - Succeſs did not anſwer, then it was but 
harraſſing the Patient to no Purpoſe. As to 
the Deſcent of theStone into the Bladder; the 

great Danger was, leſt it ſhould ſtick by the 
Way, and not deſcend further; or, if it did 
deſcend into the Bladder, whether it might 
not, in its Paſſage, ſo tear the Ureter, as to 
cauſe an incnrable Ulcer, and continual rack- 


ing Pains, from the Urine continually d. 
down the affected Part. 
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His Age being paſt the Time limited by 
Hippocrates, for an abſolute Cure, caus'd me 
very much to Doubt, whether I ſhould be able 
to ſucceed in my Attempt : But, when I con- 
fiider'd the Diſtention the Ureters were capa- 
ble of, and, doubtleſs, would give Way to, 
rather than ſuffer a Laceration, the Main of 
the former Objection eaſily vaniſh'd ; and, 
being very well acquainted with his regular 
Manner of Life, and, knowing him to be of 
a robuſt Habit of Body, I had little to fear, 
but that his Strength would be able to ſup- 
port him in the Conflict.

tend for, would be an Affront upon the High 
and Mightineſs of Heaven, and little leſs 


than bordering upon Blaſphemy.

That is, 
Whether the Fits of the Stone, frequently 
racking the Patient, will not be apt to fru- 
ſtrate the Operation of the beſt Medicines. 


Is Anſwer to which, We are to con- 
ſider, that no Stone in the Bladder can 
excite Pain, unleſs it be put in Motion; 
and no Stone in thoſe Parts can be put in 
Motion, unleſs ſomething be eat or drank 
that is diſagreeable to the Bladder ; there- 
fore, no Pain will trouble the Patient while 
he is regular in his Diet, and orderly in the 
reſt of the Non-naturals, therefore, the Me- 
dicines, if they be fitting for his Caſe, may 
effect all that 1s requiſite to the reſtoring his 
Conſtitution, without giving any Diſturbance 
to thoſe Parts. Therefore, no Reaſons can 
be fairly objected, why all the Intentions of

gard be had to the particular Indications 
following,

Secondly, T o Reſtore and Strengthen the 
impaired Digeſtions. Third- 
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Thirdly, To alter the Dyſcraſie S of the 8 
Blood, and other Juices. 


AnDp, Laſtly, Having invigorated the 
whole Conſtitution of the Animal Oeconomy, 
to proſecute a Diſſolution of the Stone, by a 
continual Courſe of the moſt powerful Li- 
thontriptick Diureticks. 


Ix the firſt place, we muſt examine into 
the Age, Temperature, and Conſtitution of 
the Patient, which are of very great Conſe- 
quence in point of Cure. Old Age, will, 
but with great Difficulty admit of a Cure; 
and, Hippocrates, ſom where in his Epidtmion; 
Faith, that he never ſaw any Perſon labour- 
ing ander Diſeaſes of the Bladder, cured af. 
ter the fiftieth Year. 


Tux Temperature of the Body, and Con- 
ſtitution'alſo, ought well to be regarded, and 
the Non-naturals ſo diſpos'd, as may be moſt 
agrecable to both. And here, let me adviſe

The next Queſtion is, with what Remedies we 
ought to begin, and, if a Suprabundance 
of Blood appear in the Veſſels, I cannot diſ- 
approve of Phlebotomy ; eſpecially, if the 
Habit of the Body be ſtrong, and the beat- 
ing of the Pulſe will. bear it.

Ir is a vulgar Error in moſt People to im- 
pute the Cauſe of Indigeſtion to the Depra- 
ved neſs of the Juices in the Stomach ; when 
in truth, theſe deprav'd Juices are ether the 
Effect; for the Tone of the Stomach being 

Hreaketrt by a diſorderly uſe of the Non-na- 
turals, the Elaſtick Fibers of this Bowel can. 
not contract themſelves with that Vigor 
neceſſary for the Expulſion of the pituous 
Humor, it receives from the Blood, and 
which ought to be digeſted again, and ſent 
into the Blood a new for a farther Elabora- 
tion; and I very much queſtion whether, a 
great part of the Food, we conſume upon 
the Body, for its ſupport, does not paſs 
twice thoro' the Stomach before it be thoroly 
digeſted into the Nourifnment of the ſeveral 
Parts. 


As to the Election of Vomits, I would 
only recommend to practice, the moſt mild 
and gentle, ſuch as the Rad. Ipecacuhan.

Emetic. will anſwer the ſtrongeſt 
Indication. And abandon the Uſe of all Mi- 
nera! Vomits, eſpecially in Subſtance, in this 
Diſeaſe, for by the Violence of their Opera- 
tion, they, inſtead of reſtoring, impair the 
Digeſtions, and very often only ſerve to make 
the Breach wider. = as 
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HAVING rectified a bad Digeſtion; I then 
proceed to evacuate the firſt Paſſages by pro- 
per Catharticks, till I have brought the Body 
to anſwer by Stool once a Day.

pours, and over cooling Medicines are per- 

nicious in Bodies where there is a Relaxati- 
on of the Nerves. Indeed, ſo nice and curi- 
ous are the Bloods and Spirits of ſome Peo- 
ple that manifeſt Diſorders, ſhall ariſe from 
the Operation of the moſt gentle Emeticks, 
or Catharticks, and this, more eſpecially, in 
Bodies ſubje& to nervous Diſorders. In ſuch 
a Caſe, we are in bad Circumſtances for a 
Cure, and the only Relief to be expected 
from Evacuation, muſt be had from Gliſters, 


frequently repeated, during the Courſe of 
other Medicines. 


Tus far having proceeded ; I then go on 
to examine into the State of the Blood, and 
very often do adviſe the loſing eight or ten 
Ounces, more, that I may ſee the Nature 
and Con ſiſtance of this Fluid, than any real 

Benefit I expect from ſuch an Evacuation. If 
the Blood appear thin and poor, there moſt 
commonly attends Reumatick Pains, for all 
thin, fus'd Blood makes ſharp Blood. To re- 
medy which Inconveniency, it will be highly 
proper the Patient go on with a Diurnal 
Courſe of the teſtacious Pouders, according 

. to o ſome of the following Forms.

Tus Medicines will admirably well as 
gree in Caſes where the Blood is much impo- 
veriſſ᷑d and weak, from a craſie Conſtitution, 
or where the Sem have been broke by 
the Violence of Nephritick Patoxiſms. But 
in Perſons of an active lively Diſpoſition: 
We muſt endeavour, by all Means, to ſupport 
and preſerve that Native Vigour, of very 
great Conſequence in the Cure of both Stone 
and Gravel. Therefore, in ſuch Caſes, I prefer 
Volatile Salts, as beſt for the Bafis of a Me- 
dicine.

Now if by proper Vomits, we have freed 
the Stomach of its vicious Contents, reſtor'd 
its Tone; and given a due Tenſity to all its S 
Fibers, which is, or ought to be, the pro- 

per Action of all Vomits: If the purging 
Medicines have clear'd the lacteal Veſſels, 

cleans' d the Inteſtines, and made an eaſy and 

free Paſſage to all the Excrements. If the Al- 

teratives have reducd the Blood to its true 

natural Conſiſtence and Bal ſamickneſs; and;

Ta E Apparatus towards a Diſſolution be- 
ing now compleated, we muſt proceed to 
the Election of the moſt proper Diſſolvents, 
that may beſt ſuit the different Tempera- 
ments of Bodies: For, we are to conſider, 
that the ſame Medicines that will diſſolve the 
Stone in one Subject, ſhall fail of that Opera- 
tion in another. Fix'd Salts beſt agree in 
corpulent Bodies: They are warm Medicines, 
and greatly promote the Fuſion of viſcid 
Phlegm, that groſs Conſtitntions very much 
abound with. They are Creatures of the 
Fire, and contain ſharp ſpicked Points, which 
having no Viſcoſity to ſheath them in, are apt 
to fret the tender Membranes of the Kidnies, 


and cauſe Stranguries; but, when the Body 
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1s thus prepared, ſeldom does wy of theſe 
Accidents happen. 


Tux following, I preſeribd my Father, 
with great Succeſs, when he was near Seven- 
ty Ten of Age.

I musrT confeſs, I cannot underſtand the 
Reaſon, why this Gentleman orders burnt 
Glaſs, ſince Vitrification is the laſt Action of 
Fire; into which, all fix'd Bodies in the Glohe, 
are ultimately reſolvable; and cannot, after 
that, receive any further Change from the 
Fire. Therefore, I think, the Glaſs taken and 
fimply pounded in a Mortar, and, after that, 
reduc'd, by Levigation, into an impalpable 
Powder, might do as well without Burning: 
I muſt beg Leave here to ſpeak a Word in fa- 
your of the Powder of Glaſs ; That, ſeeing 
all other Matter affords their ſeveral Princi- 
ples, it alone reſiſts the Action of the moſt 
intenſe Fire, without Alteration of Subſtance, 
or Change of Quality : Therefore, if it con- 
tain any Power of breaking or diſſolving the 
Stone, there is no Fear of its conveighing its 
Stone-breaking Qualities to theKidnies and 


Bladder ; fince, if the Action of Fire will not 
affect it, we may reaſonably believe no Preſ- 


ſure of the Stomach, nor Diſſolution of the 


Juices, will be able to make any Alterations 


in its Qualities ; ſo that here we have a Medi- 
cine, which obviates that Difficulty ſome 


People have been ſo much perplex'd about, 


viz. That no Medicine, with its Specifick 


Virtues, can be convey'd t to the Kidnies; be- 


cauſe > 


the Gravel and Stone. 
cauſe, the Juices of the Body would deſtroy 
chem in its Paſſage, or, at leaſt, impair 
them, that they would not be able to effect 


much, when they come to operate upon a 
Stone in the Bladder. 


Bur, this obſerve, that if any ſevere Sym- 
ptoms of the Stone ſhould attack the Bladder, 
while Medicines are employ'd, in order to its 
Diſſolution, we muſt immediately forbear the 
Uſe of all violent Diureticks, till thoſe Sym- 
toms are, by Anodines and Balſamicks, made 
eaſy again. For, this know certainly, that 
all Diureticks, eſpecially the ſtronger Sort, 
are pernicious, while the Symptoms continue 
to rage and vex the Patient. But, as this Ac- 
cident does not often happen, whone the Bo- 
dy has been prepar d according to the Dire- 
ctions I have given; fo, I ſuppoſe, this cau- 
tious Hint will be ſuffcient to warn every 


one, from being too bold in the Adminiſtra- 
tion of Lithontripticks, before ſuch a previ- 


ous Preparation of the Body has preceded. 


Ir the Stone happen, by Virtue of any of 
the foregoing Medicines, to yield to a Diſſo- 
lution, the Diagnoſtick Signs will be evident. 
The Urine IS puddley, thick, and muddy; 
the Sand appears in the Urinal evidently to 
ſettle; great Pains immediately precede a 
Pilſolution. To remedy which, we muſt have

BELIEVE the following Relation will 

be ſurprizing to every Body, and I ſhould my 
ſelf have miſdoubted of it, had I not had the 
Fact related from the Man himſelf who ſuf- 
fer'd it, and the Circumſtances atteſted and 
confirmed by ſeveral Perſons of the beſt * 
in the Place where he liv'd. 


. Tuis unhappy Perſon, was ſome Years 
ago, moſt violently attacked with an inex- 
preſſible Pain about the Region of the 
Groins, a Strangury accompanying it, that 
caus'd moſt diſmal Complaints, which ſo di- 
ſturb'd the Neighbours. round about, that 
they mov'd the Pariſh he might be convey'd 
to an Hoſpital (being but poor) a little di- 
ſtant from the Town, where Snſtenance, 
Phyſick, and what might be judg'd neceſſary, 
ſhould be ſent him.

as a Cheſnut, two which he ſhew'd me, were 
as big as a Walnut, of a Chalky Lime Colour, 

and one which he avertd came away from bim 

at the ſame Orifice, was as large as a Heng 
Egg, a thing incredible, were not the Fact ſo 
{ſtrongly ſupported by the Teſtimony of ſeve- 
ral very credible Witneſſes. But this Rela- 
tion I only offer to the Confideration of the 
Curious, that they may be ſatisfied of the ac- 
tive Endeayours of Nature, in exerting her 
Power to fling off all Annoyances that may 
any way diſturb her Opportunity.

1721. ſent for me, he then living in Pall- 
Mall, and grievouſly afflicted he was with the 
Stone, but in what Part, I could not fo eaſi- 
jy determine. His firſt Complaint was, of a 
Strangury, very painful to him in making 
Water. A bearing down upon his Seat eve- 
ry time he went to Stool. All the Urine he 
could ma ke was by Spoonfulls, or ſometimes 


a few. Drops, and that with great Diſtreſs 
and

and Striving. His Appetite was quite gone, 
and he could eat little and that upon Force. 
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He was much ſubject to Windyneſs and Chol- 


lick Pains, and would often belch up an acid 
Gaſs from his Stomach. That the moſt of his 
Pain lay a little above the Os Pubis, on the 
Right Side. That he had made ſeveral times 
bloody Urine, in which would appear little 
Flakes, like the thin Parings of Leather. 
That having ſeen my Treatiſe upon the Stone; 
he was very deſirous of my Ad vice, and im- 
plored me togive him the beſt Aſſiſtance I could. 


Explanation of the Caſe. 


Wuo ever will give themſelves the Trou- 
ble to look into the 51ſt and 5 2d Pages of 
this Book where I treat of the Cauſe of the 
Stone, will there perceive, I inſiſt upon Stu- 
dy and Penſiveneſs to be frequent. Cauſes : 
„And in this very Caſe I am writing of, they 

both join'd Forces and gave a helping Hand 
to conſummate his Miſery. For I believe 
few Gentlemen ever apply'd themſelves with 
more conſtant and long Watchings to their 
Studies than himſelf, whereby he had almoſt 
ruin'd a brave, ſprightly, brisk and vigorous 
\ Conſtitution of Body, After I had more nar- 
_ rowly examined the Symptoms that oppreſsd 
him, Leaſily concluded from a Paroxiſm, he 

had but lately ſuffer'd, that it moſt certainly 
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was the Stone; but whether in the Bladder 
or not, I could not very well determine, tho 

I fear'd very much, it might be fix*d in the 
oblique Inſertion of the Uriter, where it pe- 
netrates the Bladder ; and what mov'd me 
to this fon, „ Was, the Caſe of a Gentle- 
man about th. Years ago, who died of the 
Stone, and 55 open'd, there appeared a 
large Stone, fix d ſo, that it could no way be 
moy'd out. And I had great Reaſon to fear, 
that this Gentleman's Caſe did roo much re- 
ſemble that in all its Symptoms. But to raiſe 
his Spirits, and keep his Mind as eaſy as poſ- 
ſible, which was greatly diſturbed and per- 
plex'd with deep Thoughts and Deſpair of a 
Cure, I exhorted him to be chearful, and aſ- 
ſured him, 1 would give him all the Satisfacti- 
on he could reaſonably deſire in a Caſe fo in- 
tricate and perplexed ; and did aſſute kim, 
that the Stone, whether in the. Uriter or 
Bladder, could not be very large; for no 
Stone is large, where no Weight, as it were, 
bears down or preſſes upon the Perineum. 


Cure of the Symptoms and Diſtemper. 


Ir not often happens that the Stone comes 
away in the firſt Paroxiſm, unleſs it be in the 
Bladder; but as he was grievouſſy handled, 
J had ſome Reaſon to apprehend, that the

Paroxiſm was over. As his great Dejection 


of Spirits, and Conſtitution broken by fre- |

ſuch as might contribute to the reſtoring of
